Athletic Head is Trying to Work Out 

a Good Schedule for The 

Athletic Teams. 

The office ot the general manager 
of athletics at K. S. A. C, is begin- 
ning to Iook. like an oriental com- 
mission house. The dates that He 
scattered out in that -vicinity are 
more numerous than pretty sayings 
at a farewell yarty. There are three 
brands of dat£g on the. market now, 
football, baseball and basketball. Of 
these thre-j the foctball is by far the 
highest priced, so high in fact that 
jalesman McCormick would not even 
quote prires in his conversation. The 
only footbail dope is that big games 
will not be lacking by a whole lot. 
There are a *reat many football 
Irons in the fire but they are locked 
in the safe deposit vault out of be- 
lief in the theory that "peesness iss 
peesnes." 

Five more games have been sched- 
uled In basketball to be played at 
home. They arc, Washburn, Feb. 
1 9 ; Western Normals, 21 or 22; 
Kansas Wesleyans, 26; Nebr. Wesley- 
ans, 28; Fairmount, Mar. 3 or 4. A 
game with tao Haskell Indians may 
be substituted for the Kansas Wes- 
ley an game. The rumor about the 
Washburn team seems to have been 
ill-founded, at least they are willing 
to make trips, their home schedule 
not being a financial success. This 
would seem that there is a long wait 
in store before another indoor battle, 
but it mu3t be remembered that the 
team will take H'e trip through Ne- 
braska In tuir time, and then the 
manager may be able to arrange for 
a game "on short notice. 

The sl^ht of the enthusiasts play- 
ing catch on the campus is not the 
only indication of activity In the 
baseball line. The schedule for this 
branch of sport is receiving its due 
attention. 0:.ly a couple of con- 
tracts have been signed, but that 
does not shew anything but that 
that work has been completed, the 
part of the ,\ork now going on is 
the hard part that no one gets the 
credit for. After, the contract has 
been signod t;ien comes the favor- 
able comment?, on the work done, 
but right mow is the time the work 
is going on. Teams that have ex- 
pressed ta^msoivcs to date are Has- 
kell, Nebraska, Baker, K. S. N. St. 
Marys, Washburn. Fairmount, Wes- 
tern Normal, Bethany, and it is not 
discouraging to look at the prospects 
of the games with Missouri and 
Ames. Several coheges in Missouri 
have communicated with the powers 
that be In atheltics and the team 
may be able to make a long tour 
through Missouri, 

Return games will probably be 
played with Nebraska, Baker, K. S. 
N., and St. Marys. This is a little 
too early to »'ve all the Information 
that the "bugs'* want, but in a week 
or ten days, *hey may begin mark- 
ing their calendars as reminders of

In 
the course of his lecture Mr. Brady 
said:

If 
there were twice as many students in 
the State schools as there are at 
present It would add much to the 
material resources of the State. And 
the world is running at such a tre- 
mendous pace that those who stay 
up with the procession must be am- 
bitious and educated.

Recent Action Taken by Classes In- 
dicates a Willingness to Adopt 

the Design. 
K. S. A. C. is at last to have an 
official College pin. That is, provid- 
ed the junior, sophomore and fresh- 
man classes attach their signatures 
of approval to the design that was 
unanimously adopted Tuesday by the 
senior class. And it is thought that 
the other three classes will approve, 
for the committee which had the pin 
proposition in charge voted unanim- 
ously for the pin, and this commit- 
tee represents all four classes. 

The pin that has been adopted by 
the senior class was designed by 
Miss Charlotte Morton, '08, now an 
instructor in the Department of Arch- 
itecture. It is a aort of an oval- 
shaped pin with an irregular edge. 
In the middle of the design is shown 
in raised gold a group of products 
and implements of the farm. Around 
the upper edge of the pin are the 
two words "Kansas State" also In 
raised gold. At the bottom of the 
pin is a place for the two numerals 
of the class, eg. '10. On the whole 
It is simple and rather massive ap- 
pearing. It will be done In solid 14- 
karat gold and will sell for $2.00. 

Although the committee adopted 
the pin by a unanimous vote there 
was a slight objection offered by 
some that the two words "Kansas 
State" were not sufficient to denote 
Kansas State Agricultural College, 
but It Is becoming a custom now 
perhaps principally for the sake of 
shortness, for the state agricultural 
College to be known and referred to 
as "Iowa State," "Oklahoma State" 
etc. 

This pin, if adopted, will be an 
alumni pin. No under-graduate 
students can wear it until they be- 
come seniors. Perhaps it should 
not have been said that it cannot 
be worn by under-graduates for It 
will be worn by seniors. Whether or 
not the junior, sophomore, and 
freshman classes adopt the seniors 
idea of a good pin, the members 
of the 1910 class will wear pins of 
this design anyway. They have al- 
ready ordered pins for the entire 
class. 

For several years a movement has 
been on foot to adopt an official 
K. S. A. C. pin. Last year the com- 
mittee offered a prize of $20 for a 
design. A good many designs were 
submitted but none were approved. 
The task was undertaken by the lit- 
erary societies last year but noth- 
ing came of their efforts Last term 
the respective classes took up the 
project and each appointed a com- 
mittee to confer on the matter. No 
prize was offered by this committee. 

The following are the members of 
the committee that has recommend- 
ed that the pin be adopted by all 
calsses.

"THE IMPENDING CRISIS." 



) 



Oration of .lames Bond in Inter-So- 
ciety Contest. 

Tbe acme of national progress Is 
reached only by an unrelenting con- 
flict against the forces of destruc- 
tion. This age comes to us burden- 
ed with its many and difficult tasks. 
There is no escape from facing these 
responsibilities. The only question 
for us to decide is, whether we shall 
perform our appropriate duty cour- 
ageously, as becometh a strong na- 
tion, or whether we shall shrink 
from that duty. The Philippines, 
Cuba, Panama, are evidences of the 
superiority of American genius and 
courage, but there are yet confront- 
ing us, greater Issues, more moment- 
ous responsibilities. Shall we, re- 
turning from these foreign under- 
takings, as it were, find that within 
our gates is the real issue, the per- 
tinent question? Essential as are 
these distant interests, more so is 
the problem of the conservation and 
development of our natural resourc- 
es, — a problem so vital in its im- 
portance and so gigantic in its so- 
lution that to solve it will tax our 
power to the utmost. But its achieve- 
ment is worthy of the price. 

When the pilgrim fathers landed 
on our coasts, they took possession 
of a country so rich in natural re- 
sources as to be seemingly inexhaus- 
tible. As another said: "Navigable 
rivers, greater and more numerous 
than those of any other land, run- 
ning from every direction to the 
sea, — phophecy of large manufac- 
tures and easy transportation." 
Along either coast stretched majes- 
tic mountain ranges, whose sides and 
summits were crowned with vast for- 
ests, while hidden beneath were im- 
mense iron and coal mines and large 
deposits of silver and gold, exceed- 
ing the wildest dreams of the Span- 
ish explorer. Between these monu- 
ments of nature lay rich valleys and 
fertile plains, — lands whose bracing 
climate and advantageous typograph- 
ical position were evidences that na- 
ture herself was a co-worker with 
the founders of this Republic. 

How have three hundred years of 
modern civilization changed the 
scene? The immense iron and coal 
deposits have been so rapidly con- 
sumed that within another century, 
these valuable minerals will be gone 
unless this devastation is stopped. 
The mountains have been stripped of 
the trees, their natural protectors 
against storm and their insurance of 
sufficient and regulated rainfall. In- 
stead of timber-crowned hills we 
have barren rocky cliffs, whose sides 
are scarred with deep gorges, whose 
brooks are gone. Consequently the 
rivers are being lowered, their chan- 
nels filled with the soil wash. We 
have not given proper attention to 
the Improvement of these conditions. 
The power inherent in the streams 
has been given up to greed 

Not only has man stolen from 
earth its producte, but he has robbed 
It of Its vitality, and today we have 
thousands of acres of worn-out land. 
In the mad rush for material gain, 
man has sacrificed his everlastin ; 
lands for perishable money, — he has 
sold his birthright for a "mess of 
pottage." 

We are facing these decreasing re- 
sources with ar. increasing popula- 



tion, a population which at the pres- 
ent rate of growth will number two 
hundred millions in fifty years. Are 
we going to leave to these coming 
generations an impoverished land, — 
a wasted patrimony? 

One great cause for this serious 
depletion of our resources is the ut- 
ter indifference and recklessness of 
the people at large. For years for- 
est fires, Btarted by careles smen, 
have destroyed millions of acres of 
valuable timber. At the same time 
thousands of acres of rich soil have 
been swept Into the sea, but no one 
has interprets, "the hand writing 
uppn the a* all.' When patriots have 
striven to acquaint the nation with' 
the disastrous results of such a 
course, their voicip have been drown- 
ed by the cry — "idealist," "dream- 
er," "demagogue." But this is not 
a theory that confronts us nor is It 
a phantom dream; it is a condition; 
it is the impending crisis. We must 
arouse from this lethargy, awaken 
from this sleep, guard our forests, 
protect out water- falls, save our 
soil. Let us not wait as did the 
foolish virgins, until it is too late 
to redeem out selves. May we arise 
before we heai the bitter and sure 
verdict of nature, "your resources 
are gone, vou nave waBted your op- 
portunity; make way for a stronger 
people." Nature is a severe judge 
as well as a kind benefactor. 

While we have slept, greed has 
worked. It has wasted as much coal 
as it has kilned: it has destroyed as 
much timber as it has prepared for 
use. Through political favor men 
have received exclusive water rights 
of over one-half our rivers and falls. 
In the lame or "Business Epter- 
prise," thoy have destroyed these 
resources. In the name of "Vested 
Rights," they have gained a legal 
but unjust control of our rivers. 
There.is but one remedy. We must 
make laws to control these fruits of 
political corruption and corrupt 
greed. 

Not only have indifference and 
avarice done much to desecrate our

heritage, but ignorance has also in 
a great measure caused thiB condi- 
tion. Many fertile fields have been 
wasted by inferior cultivation. But 
we are not yet beyond hope. En- 
lightened and patriotic men are 
teaching the right use of farms. In ; 
forestry and in river navigation as 
well, we must learn the best meth- 
ods. It is our duty as citizens to 
learn the needB of our country, and 
how to Conserve its resources, I 

To meet this emergency a careful 
use of our minerals is imperative. ' 
For once gone, they will be irrepar- 
able. 

With our land, we face a different 
proposition. Seventy-eight million 
acres of swamp land can be reclaim- 
ed and limitless acres of arid lands 
can be changed into veritable "Gar- 
dens of Eden," by irrigation. These 
lands would support a vast popula- 
tion. The rivers of the country 
could be turned to channel of com- 
merce if improved as they ought to 
be and can be. And we would have 
protection from the spring floods, 
that annually destroy property of 
great value. Immediate steps should 
also be taken to preserve the re- 
maining timber and new forests 
should be planted. 

We have the remedy in our own 



hands. We must elect to office; men 
who will further this work of im- 
provement; mon, who will make 
reckless and wasteful mining and 
lumbering criminal acts punish- 

able by law. 

When we contemplate the price 
paid, that we might enjoy these gen- 
erous blessings unmolested, we can- 
not but realize the sacred ness of our 
obligation to our country. The pos- 
sessions were purchased with the 
toil of pioneers, the courage of he- 
roes, the sacrifice of martyrs. That 
we should be free these men gave 
their all. The Pilgrims faced star- 
vation in a wild nnd unknown coun- 
try. For this sacred heritage, Wash- 
ington and his comrades endured 
the privations of Valley Forge. For 
it the men of "61, both the states- 
man and soldier suffered untold 
hardships and give their lives. Count- 
less citizen patriots have given their 
time, strength and health to furth- 
er theBe rights. Shall we let perish 
these possessions and institution?, 
for which they gave so much? Shall 
their laboiB and endeavors be in 
vain? Are monuments and eulogies 
' sufficient rewards for these sacri- 
fices? France has consecrated her 
Pantheon, England her Westminster 
Abbey, Spain her Alhambra. Let our

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The Student Council is attempting 
to run an effective campaign against 
unfair practices during examinations. 
With the mid-terms one week away 
the Council Is not yet oh its feet for 
the term's work. The push In the 
campaign is lacking. 



Considerable doubt is being ex 
pressod as to the efficiency of the 
Student Council. It 1b no more than 
just to them to say that most of the 
discussion? of last term resulted in 
something definite and that the con- 
currence of tho Faculty Is still want- 
ing, which Keeps the measures from 
being laid Before the public. 

It is apparently the desire of the 
Faculty as a whole to disregard these 
measures by postponing their consid- 
eration. The end of next week will 
close the first half of the winter 
term — ample time In which to have 
acted upon the measures. The Coun- 
cil members were up for reelection 
several weeks aero and a blank rec- 
ord of achievements is not a very 
heavy recommendation for again vot- 
ing them Into the Council. 

If it is the intention of the Fac- 
ulty to Wore the Council, it Is al- 
ready inefficient. But even should 
the august body intend to accept or 
veto the measures by the end of this 
term (those which the council pass- 
ed In the fall term), there is anoth- 
er force at work which Is liable to 
render the Council inefficient. 

The matter of elections Is not yet 
settled and present members of the 
Council are holding office — with but 
three exceptions — because their suc- 
cessors were not properly elected. 
Seats have been refused to newly 
elected ones on account of some tech- 
nicality which seems to resolve Itself 
into a desire on the part of one or 
two of the Council to retain their 
offices. 

The Student Council, an organiza- 
tion to promote law, order and ef- 
ficiency, is now promoting a course 
in a very opposite direction. Again, 
is the Student Council efficient? 



Now that everyone has had a full 
amount of time in which to talk and 
to discuss the "hazing" incident 
elabc rated upon to such an extent in 
the yellow newftpapers of the state, 
it might be well to sift the data at 
hand and realize the cause and ef- 
fect of the action of a few of the 
students in regard to the matter of 
a student wearing an unearned "K." 

It was very funny to bear the de- 
tails as at first related, and to pic- 
ture the appearance of the victim as 
he emerged from the hands of his 
captors. But there is a growing 
sentiment among the students that 
the handling of the victim was too 
severe. It was not an incident of 
deserved punishment and the matter 
was carried so far that the amount 
of punishment meted out was un- 
reasonable. 

The victim has returned to Col- 
lego and quietly resumed his studies. 
He is endeavoring to improve his 
time and will have more to show as 
a result of the time spent during the 
term than will the leaders in the 
unfortunate Incident. 

As in most cases, there are two 
sides to the story, and after hearing 
each, the fair-minded man is apt to 
put his sympathy with the victim. 
Too many students form opinions 
from hearsay and a little more inves- 
tigation or the allowance of a little 
more time to elapse following an In-

NEW BASEBALL RVLE8 OUT. 



Several Important Changes In Base- 
ball Code. 

"Silk" O'Lougtalln, one of Ban 
Johnson's umpires in the American 
Baseball League, gives a ciear out- 
line of the new rules which will be 
in effect next season. 

i*e summarizes as follows: 

"The coacher's box has been lim- 
ited, so that the coacher can not ap- 
proach nearer to first base than fif- 
teen feet. The deadline is drawn 
at an imaginary line directly through 
first and second bases. 

"Formerly, when a player, out of 
position, batted a ball, this»was call- 
ed a foul; henceforth it will be 
known as an illegally batted ball. 
v "A batter can not change his po- 
sition at the plate if the pitcher is 
already in position. 

"The batter is entitled to a base 
if a batted ball hits the umpire on 
fair ground. 

"If a ball passes the catcher or in- 
fielder and touches the umpire on 
foul ground, runner is entitled to 
all he can get. There will no longer 
be any 'dead balls.' 

"Runner is anowed three bases if 
a player on the defense throws a 
plove or a mask at a batted ball, 
«nu succeeds In hitting it or imped- 
ing its progress. 

"Umpire may call game on account 
cf rain when in his own Judgment 



further play is impossible. He 
needn't waLt for spectators to leave 
the open stands. 

'If the umpire be hit by fair ball 
before. ball gets -to fielder a man on 
third cannot scoro unless forced. 

"Substitute players on the bench 
cannot yell or coach from their po- 
sition. They will first be warned 
by the umpire, and if this does not 
stop them the umpire has power to 
oruer all such players to the club- 
house, and If captain should need 
any of them he shall bring them out 
as desired. 

Every player gets an assist who 
assists In play, even though he is 
credited with a putout. Thus a play- 
er can get a putout and assist on 
the same play.

In regard to the recent discussion 
as to the possibilities of a student 
Infirmary we would suggest that 
there might bo a cheaper plan to ac- 
commodate the students. Under the 
plans now under consideration there 
would be constant expense and the 
fund accumulated by assessing each 
member, Mould be drained and mem- 
bers would be receiving no benefit. 
But by assessing each member a 
reasonable sum, t fund could be cre- 
ated and deposited with the custodian 
of the College deposits to be used 
only in case of s!ckness. 

As a member of the Athletic As- 
sociation gets his bills paid in case 
of accident so a member of the as- 
sociation who holds the fund in 
charge cojld receive treatment charg- 
ed to the deposited money. The 
patient could be taken to the local 
hosr-ital and receive the care given 
any private patient. He could, also 
havo the services of his regular phy- 
sician and be satisfied as though he 
were a patient under existing circum- 
stances. To provide for a separate 
institution would incur the expense 
of providing a building for the pur- 
pose and keeping at least two reg- 
ular nurses and possibly a regular 
physician. Thus a constant expense 
would be going on and a lhhger as- 
sessment vould be needed. Ordi- 
nary expenses of a patient at a hos- 
pital amount to filteen dollars a week 
without the services of a physician. 
With a fund in a bank the money 
could be d.awn only when a student 
became ill enough to have care. As 
there are not many cases of illness 
among the students the money would 



be sufficient to meet the needs. 

Contagious diseases could not be 
accepted in a College enterprise of 
this sort qnd aro taken to the coun- 
ty hospital which Is used for the 
purpose. In case f oa member becom- 
ing suddenly ill a nurse could be se- 
cured and the patient treated with- 
out being removed to a hospital. This 
would seem U» be the method most 
beneficial and satisfactory to the 
student and also be the cheapest to 
all concert ed.

GYMNASIUM CONTRACT LET. 
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Mftiiy Contractors Were Present to 
Rid on Mammoth Gymnasium 

And Armory. , 

.Monday afternoon was the time 
set for opening bids for the construc- 
tion of the Nichols Gymnasium and 
Armory as planned by State Archi- 
tect Chandler. As a result, th^ 
Main Building corridors were filled 
wi.h contractors and cigar smoke 
from 1 to 5 p. m. 

At the opening of bids last month 
none were found which came within 
tre appropriation and several chang- 
es in the building were found neces- 
sary. The architect has been mak- 
ing these changes and as a result 
v ost of the bids came within the 
amount available. 

The contract was awarded to Wal- 
ter Stingley of Manhattan, for $84,- 
199. This does not include the work 
of heating, lighting and plumbing, 
the contract for which was let to 
the Sallna Plumbing Co., for a price 
between $13,000 and $14,000. 

The building is not yet definitely 
planned in all respects. The roof 
design is subject to change after 
the receipt of some bids on this part 
of the work separately. The swim- 
ming pools have been omitted, but 
arrangements will be such that they 
may be added later. 

The society rooms will not be 
finished. Just the rough walls will 
enclose them and the societies which 
have been looking for new homes 
may have to wait awhile. The ques- 
tion was asked as to whether or not 
the partitions between rooms could 
be eliminated and a large room to 
accommodate two societies be thus 
furnished. The answer was that it 
was very likely that such arrange- 
ments could be made. 

The nature of the stone work as 
at first planned would give an ap- 
pearance to the walls like those of 
the Fairchild Library building. As 
it will be built the walls will con- 
sist of masonry similar to that of 
the Physical Science building. The 
chief difference is in the width of 
joints and quantity of mortar used. 

No date for completion was speci- 
fied in the contract but. all means 
will be used to hurry up the con- 
struction of the building and put it 
in shape for use. President Waters 
gave as his opinion that it would be 
completed for the fall term of 1911, 
but that he thought it could be used 
by the spring term of 1911. This 
seems a good while to wait, but the 
building is so large, and the walls 
so massive that the construction will 
be slow. 

Stingley has built other buildings 
on the Hill, the Domestic Science 
building, and Horticultural building 
being his latest. Mr. Stingley said 
he made his bid for exactly what 
he thought the building could be put 
up for and was attempting to under- 
bid no one. 



SOCIETIES MET SATURDAY. 
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Scarcity of Coal at the College Did 
Not Prevent Session. 

A look of disappointment could be 
observed upon the faces of a great 
number of society members Satur- 
day when they read the official bul- 
letin that owing to a scarcity of coal 
in the College boiler rooms there 
would be no lights or warm rooms on 
the Hill for the evening society meet- 
ings. It was officially spoken apd 
the news quickly spread. 

By the end of the second hour one 
of the societies had found a room for 
meeting. By the end of the third 
another had arranged for accommo- 
dations, and by noon, all were plac- 
ed.

The Athens Lecture. 

The lecture by Miss Florence Stone 
of Athens on, "Athens, Ancient and 
Modern," in the old chapel Monday 
evening was well attended. Miss 
Stone is a pleasing speaker and her 
lecture was appreciated. 

As an introduction she gave an ac* 
count of the history and conditions 
of Athens. She also spoke of the 
classical mythology, and of the pre- 
vailing Greeclan architectural forms 
in ' ancient Athens. The main part 
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of the lecture was Illustrated. 

One ol the most Interesting fea- 
tures was an account, Illustrated 
with several views, of the great 
Greeclan Pantheon. Miss Stone trac- 
ed the history of this remarkable 
building down through the ages to 
the present time. 

Following this was shown several 
remarkable examples of Greeclan 
sculpture which have withstood the 
decay of the ages and are in Greece 
today. 

Perhaps the feature which had the 
greatest popular Interest was the 
view and account of the great stad- 
ium where the Olympian games are 
held. This immense structure, which 
has a seating capacity of fifty thou- 
sand, is finished in marble and is 
very beautiful. 

Several views were of modern 
Athens, showing the remarkable diff- 
erence between the Athens of our 
times and Athens while in the "Gol- 
den Age." Miss Stone closed the 
lecture with a view of a group of 
nalives, showing their dress and 
manner of life.

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MOVABLE SCHOOLS OFFERED. 



Extension Department Js Making Ar- 
rangements for Loeal Schools 
AH Over the State. 

la accordance with the extension 

policy begun some time ago, mov- 
able schools in cooking and sewing, 
dairying, corn and stock judging, 
and gardening are now being offered 
to the people of Kansas through the 
Extension Department of the Col- 
lege. * 

The work of these schools is to be 
carried on under the direction of a 
College instructor who goes with the 
school, lie will he assisted by one 
or two graduate students of the Col- 
lege who show special fitness in the 
line of work being offered by the 
school. This takes College instruc- 
tion into the communities where 
enough interest is shown to warrant 
the establishment of one of these 
schools. 

For three months, beginning on 
March first, these schools will be 
available. Applications are being re- 
ceived from various institutes over 
the ftate and the movement will 
doubtless prove popular. The local 
Institute makes and pays for all loc- 
al arrangements while the College 
pays the traveling expenses of the 
instructors. 

The school of cooking and sewing 
will be conducted by Miss Frances 
L. Brown of the Extension Depart- 
ment. The period of instruction is 
one week. From 9 a. m., to* 12 m 
each* day the time will be spent in 
cooking. The first course will be 
divided so that the first day will be 
spent In the cooking of vegetables. 
The second day will be taken up 
with meats, the third day left-overs, 
etc., each day providing a different 
phase of the culinary art. The sew- 
ing class will spend each day from 
1 to 3 p. m., in studying and prac- 
ticing mending, cutting, pattern- 
making, etc. From 3 to 4 p. m. the 
doors will be open to the ladies of 
the vicinity as well as class mem- 
bers, for a period of conference. 

The size of the class is limited to 
25 and not less than IS girls above 
the age of 13. Each member is 
charged an enrolment fee of one dol- 
lar which goes to the local institute 
committee to meet local expenses. 
In this school the committee must 
provide the room, ranges, cooking 
utensils, fuel, etc, and also the sew- 
ing mach'nes. The only charge made 
by the College is the entertainment 
of the instructors wnile in the vi- 
cinity. 

Another school is offered In dairy 
work. This will be conducted by 
Assistant C. H. Hinman. It will hold 
sessions of three days each from 9 
a. m. to 4 p. m. The course will 
thoroughly demonstrate the hand- 
ling of cream separators, hand 
churns, butter-making, installation 
of a testing record, and the Babcock 
test. Drills will also be given in 
judging dairy, cows. Lectures will 
be given on plans for silos, dairy 



stables and rooms, and the feeding 
of dariy cows. This course of in- 
struction is open to members of both 
sexes above .thirteen years of age. 
The local committee must supply the 
machinery, milk and cream. A fee 
of one dollar is charged for enroll- 
ment to meet the local expenses. 

The schools in corn and stock 
judging will be conducted by Assis- 
tants P. E. Crabtree and G. C. Wheel- 
er. The period of instruction is three 
days from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. This 
school admits none under the age of 
fourteen years and the usual fee of 
one dollar is charged by the local 
committee. The time will be divid- 
ed equally between the two branches 
of work and the stock judging class 
will devide it3 time equally in judg- 
ing horses, cattle and hogs. 

There is also a course in garden-

FOR 6RADES AND HONORS. 

President Waters Presents Report 

of Faculty Committee at 

Thursday Chapel. 

Before a large number of students 
and most of the Board of Instruc- 
tion, President Waters read and ex- 
plained the new method of grading 
and the system of honors recently 
adopted by the Faculty. The occa- 
sion was Thursday morning chapel 
and the attendance was the largest 
this term. Word had been passed 
among the students and Instructors 
that the meeting was to be of con- 
siderable importance, and the result 
was a heavy attendance. 

President Waters led the devotion- 
al exercises and followed this with 
the announcement of the system 
which went into effect today. The 
following is the report of the sub- 
committee to the Faculty as adopt- 
ed: 

1. That there be established a 
system of grades designated by let- 
ters, and having the following sig- 
nificance a,nd order of rank: — 

E signifying. . . . "Excellent" 

G signifying "Good" 

P signifying " Passed" 

C signifying. . "Conditioned" 

F signifying "Failure" 

2. The Student Council having 
requested the granting of certain 
exemptions from final examinations, 
the Committee recommends: — 

That any student achieving a 
grade of "E" for the term, in any 
subject, and who shall be charged 
with not to exceed six absences for 
all causes from the class in such 
subject during the term, may be ex- 
cused from the final examination in 
that subject at the discretion of the 
instructor. Provided, however, that 
instructors are to announce such ex- 
emption lists in their respective sub- 
jects at the last session only, of the 
class preceding the final examina- 
tion. 

3. It is recommended that con- 
ditional examinations be reported 
simply as "P" (Passed or "F" (Fail- 
ure), and that conditional examina- 
tions not taken, or taken and not 
passed, be recorded "F" (Failure). 

4. It is recommended that only 
grades "C" (Conditioned), and "F" 
(Failure) be reported at the mid- 
term. 

5. It is recommended that a 
system of honors be established as? 
follows: — 

That, to not exceeding live (5) 
per cent of the students of the Jun- 
ior Class having the highest stand- 
ing for the College year, there shall 
be awarded "Junior Honors" at 
Commencement. 

That to not exceeding five ( 5 ) per 
cent of the Senior Class having the 
highest standing for the College 
ya*r, there shall be awarded "Senior 
Honors" at Commencement, and it 
is further provided, that in the case 
of any student's achieving Senior 
Honors, he shall be entitled to re- 
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celve one credit toward the Manter'a 
Degree, and in case the same stud- 
ent shall have achieved -both Junior 
and Senior Honors, he. shall he en- 
titled to receive three credits toward 
the Master's Degree. 

6. It is further recommended 
that the following system of award- 
ing honor points be established, vis, 
that the grades received by the stud- 
ent shall carry plus and minus 
"points" in order as follows: 

Grade B, (Excellent) shall carry, 
plus 2 points. 

Grade G, (Good) shall carry, plus 
1 point. 

Grade P, (Passed) shall carry, 
point. 

Grade C, (Conditioned) shall car- 
ry, minus 1 point. 

Grade F, (Failure) shall carry, 
minus 2 points.

Trigonometry calls for 5 hours a 
week with no laboratory work.

Plant Physiology calls for 5 hours 
per week class work and 4 hours per 
week laboratory. A student might 
receive a grade of "E" in the ciase 
work and "G" in the laboratory 
work. This would entitle him te 
plus 2x5 or plus 10 points In the 
class work, and plus '1x2 or plue 
?. in the laboratory, (the laboratory 
hours' being divided by 2 to obtiin 
the multiplying factor). 

Farm Motors calls for 2 1-2 hour? 
class work and 4 hours laboratory 
or practice per week. A grade of 
"E" In both class and laboratory 
would entitle the student to plus 
2x2 1-2 or plus 5 points for the 
class work, and plus 2x2 or plus 
4 poin*s for the laboratory work. 

Blacksmithing or Sewing HIT, 
calls for 4 hours a week of labora- 
tory work only i Grade "E" In one 
of these subjects would give a stud- 
dent plus 2x2 or plus 4 honor 
roints. Grade "F" would give min- 
us 2x2 or minus 4 points. 

The award of honors in the Junior 
nnd Senior Classes shall be to those 
achieving the highest algebraic sum 
of honor points, according to the 
foregoing* schedule, and tinder the 
limitations provided in paragraph 6. 
Explanatory. I 

The committee submits to the Fac- 
ulty, together with this report, an 
outline of the system of student 
grading at present in vogue in p 
number of representative and lead- 
ing educational institutions of Col- 
lege and University grade. From 
these, it will appear that tbe numer- 
ical percentage system is not direct- 
ly followed In any of these institu-r 
tions, although in some of them t^e 
grades (as Indicated by letters or 
numerals), are given a certain per-

rentage range of value. Your com- 
mittee thought best to attach no per- 
centage value to the grades as rec- 
ommended, letting them represent a 
qualitative rather than a quantita- 
tive estimate of standing. 

Those of the Institutions examin- 
ed which use letters to indicate 
grades, take them in alphabetical 
order, as A, B, C. The committee 
however, considered that the initial 
letter of the grade conferred, would 
carry more direct personal signi- 
ficance to the student, and we have 
consequently trcfeired to recom- 
mend this svstem, which, in the 
Committee's Judgment, carries more 
meaning than the method using eith- 
er the letter In sequence, or the num- 
bers 1, .2, 3, etc. 

An Important innovation is the 
honor system. It is the Commit- 
tee's judgment that our students 
need the stimulus which such a sys- 
tem would afford. In. endowed^ in 
stltutlons, an honor system in one 
form or another,, Is very generally 
found, the honots awarded being in 
'he form of exemptions from tuition, 
scholarships and other rewards of 
similar financial value. Such a sys 
tern is obviously impossible here at 
present. However it seemed to the 
Committee, that by establishing a 
system of Junior and Senior Honors 
awarded, in the case of student's 
achieving the Tatter, by one credit 
toward the Master's .Degree, and to 
the student achieving both Junior 
and Senior Honors, .of three credits, 
we would promote better scholarship! 
and encourage the "Best of the upper I 
classmen to take up more advanced 
work after graduating. 

If will be noted that we have fur- 
nished an extra stimulus by making 
the honors cumulative, giving three 
credits instead of two to the recipi- 
ent of both Senior and Junior Hon- 
ors. 

By limiting Honors to not exceed- 
ing 5 per cent of the classes in ques- 
tion, a large enough number is al-

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 



Constitution of Student Council to be 
Patched. 

The following amendments have 
been proposed by the Student Coun- 
cil and the classes will vote on them 
next Tuesday. The concurrence of 
three classes is necessary for the 
adoption: 

To amend article IV. Privileges 
and duties, by adding Section 4. 
ARTICLE IV. 
Section 4. It shall be the duty 
of the Council to pass upon the qual- 
ifications of their successors. — 
To amend Article V. Section^-. 
Qu a Ufl cations. The second requ|Fe- 
iertt feojcv reads,: "In order thaWa 
lan'tnay be eligible as a eandiiate 
(r the Student Council he must "Rave 
isaed tb# equivalent of fifteen .class 
stirs •we'ekly during the term pre- 
^dlns: the one during which he is 
to serve on the Council." 

' The proposed amendment substi- 
tutes the word "person" for "man" 
and adds the following sentence to 
the existing section: 

Two hours laboratory work shall 
be equivalent to. one class hour. 

To amend Article VI. Sections 1 
And 2. Nomination and Flection 
Section 1 now reads: "At the regular 
election of o.dcers each term, begin- 
ning with the fall term 1909, each 
class shall nominate a candidate for 
the Council." The proposed section 
reads: "At the first regular class 
meeting each term, beginning with 
the spring term 1910, each class 
stall nominate candidates for the 
Council." 

Section 2 now reads:' "At the first 
regular meeting of each class follow- 
ing the nomination, the classes shall 
elect members, by ballot, as follows: 
Seniors 4, juniors 3, sophomures 2, 
freshmen 1. The proposed section 
reads: "At the first regular meet- 
ing of each class following the nom- 
inations, each class shall elect mem- 
bers, by ballot, as follows: Seniors 4. 
Juniors 3, sophomores 2, freshmen 
1. But at least two seniors and 
one junior must be retained if qual- 
ified." 

Article VII. Section 1. Voting, 
now reads: "All voting shall be by 
ballot." To read: "The manner of 
voting shall be 'at the discretion of 
the President when- no objections 
are raised. When objections are 
raised, "voting must be by ballot.

The amount of publicity being 
given the fraternities at the State 
university has brought their broth- 
ers at K. S. A. C. into some notice, 
not so much for what has been done 
here, but for questioning their policy 
for the future. The attitude of the 
barbs towards local frats is constant- 
ly changing and each change seems 
to hold them In higher regard. Just 
how strong a growth will be made 
on account of these more favorable 
conditions remains to be seen. 

The rushing season has been 'on 
ftor some time and many new mem- 
bers have been taken in as well as 
new pledges made. A strong growth 
is being made, and to all appear- 
ances, substantial. The fraternities 
are profiting by this changed order 
of things and the chances are that 
several new organizations will spring 
up. A question now arises as to the 
feasibility of a fraternity council. 
Many of the men being rushed are 
under-classmen, and while no par- 
ticular attention has been paid to 
this in the past it might be well for 
the fraternity men to consider whe- 
ther this is the best policy. 

To regulate the manner of rush- 
ing and to agree upon the qualifica- 
tions of pledges Is almost impossible 
without such a council. The time 
is apparently ripe for the formation 
of such a body and by them much 
of the opposition to fraternity meth- 
ods could be removed, to the satis- 



The first radical change In College 
rules affecting the students directly 
was made public in chapel this week, 
and a copy of the committee's rec- 
ommendations Is printed in this Is- 
sue of the Herald. The move is not 
unanimously agreeable to the stud- 
ents In its entirety but no measure 
could be. The system of grading, 
which goes Into effect today is gen- 
erally heartily accepted, but the men 
In the engineering course are strong 
against the awarding of honors. They 
cannot .see that they will have a 
chance at the same and would prefer 
awarding honors to the highest aver- 
age persons in each school. 

It Is a matter for debate as to 
whether or not the engineering 
students will get a fair chance at 
the honors but it is a fact that the 
hoad of the electrical engineers was 
a member of the committee which 
made the recommendations. 



Elsewhere in this paper Is a com- 
munication from "C. J. S." setting 
forth the facts in the matter of 
punishment as meted out to a stud- 
ent by an orderly group of men for 
wearing an unearned K. The pur- 
pose of this editorial is not to offset 
any Influence the article may have. 
The editor offers no apology for the 
stand taken by himself and believes 
It was founded upon sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant the editorial. 

The attendance at the College 
numbers over "2,000, and to assert 
that no one will deny, etc., Is an 
assumption a wiiter Is not justified 
in making on a debatable question. 
A large number- were glad to know 
the incident occurred, but it must 
be remembered that another large 
number were not at all interested 
in the affair, and another large 
number were entirely out of sympa- 
thy with the mob rule displayed. 

The Herald Btands for athletics, 
roots for athletics and atheltes, and 
records the result of the many bat- 
tles with a desire to throw all the 
glory onto the College athlete that is 
possible; and yet every student can- 
not sanction the every action of ath- 
letes and glory with them In their 
every deed. The Herald has fallen 
short in edcuating over half of the 
2000 students to such a belief. This 
same portion demands an equal con- 
sideration with the athletic-loving 
students, anu the editor does not 
assume he is voicing the sentiments 
of the entire number of twenty- 
three hundred students in his writ- 
ings, a mistake often made by oc- 
casional writers.

Following Communication Proves 
Editor Ignorant of Facts. 

There have been several articles in 
different newspapers recently con- 
corning the "hazing" of one Foster, 
a member of last year's track team.

A K is granted to a man 
as a certificate that he has done cer- 
tain things, and the person who 
wears one without being entitled to 
it is in the same class as the forger, 
and practically lies to everyone he 
meets. The fact that there is no law 
covering the case does not in the 
least excuse the offense.

awarded this highest prize in Col- 
lege athletics? To him who has 
earned the K, and to every College 
man who has the least spark of Col- 
lege spirit, that spirit that in after- 
life develops into the truest patriot- 
ism, (for it is fundamentally a sac- 
rifice of self for the good of the Col- 
lege community) the monogram of 
his Alma Mater is something sacred, 
and the person who wears one with- 
out; earning it is something more 
than a cheat; he not only lies to 
every man he meets while he is wear- 
ing the monogram, but he insults 
very man who has earned one, and 
every one who has any respect for 
what it stands for. I do not believe 
that Foster thoroughly appreciated 
the significance of what he was do- 
ing. 

Now to come to the case in point. 
Foster tried out on the track team 
last year, but failed to make enough 
points to entitle him to a monogram. 
So far as I have been able to learn 
he has never claimed that ho is en- 
titled to one. He simply wanted to 
have people not acquainted with the 
facts look upon him as something 
that he was not. It is reported from 
his home town that while Foster was 
home for the Christmas holidays 
he wore a K, an^. told that he was 
granted it for work on the College 
team; it is known that he endeavor- 
ed to borrow a K sweater from one 
of the K men just before the holi- 
days. It is also known that on the 
day following the presentation of 
monograms at the annual athletic 
"banquet Foster appeared on the 
streets of Manhattan' with' a purple 
K sewed on the frbtlt of a ' white 
sweater; that he wore this to the 
postoffice and stood around with his 
coat thrown open so as to show the 
K to any who might notice him. 
There has been no denial of any of 
these facts. 

On the following Monday evening 
Foster was quietly escorted to the 
city park. No violence was shown 
htm, the men were quiet and order- 
ly; there was no mob, nor any of 



other parties concerned in several 
ways. It does nothing to counter- 
act the impression that has been 
given by outside papers that Foster 
was brutally treated. It states "there 
is a growing sentiment among the 
students that the handling of the 
victim was too severe," and that "the 
amount of punishment meted out 
was unreasonable." The former 
statement is not borne out by the 
facts, and few College men anywhere 
would agree with the latter. The 
editorial further states that "He, 
(Foster) will have more to show as 
a result of the time spent during the 
term than will the leaders in the 
unfortunate incident." Thus giving 
the false impression that the leaders 
were a bunch of rowdies, and not 
good students. The so-called "lead- 
ers of this incident have, to my per- 
sonal knowledge, made records in 
their studies since attending K. 8. 
A. C. that no student need be asham- 
ed of, and their work this term is 
fully up to standard. This editorial 
also states that a little more careful 
investigation and the lapse of a lit- 
tle more time would adu in form- 
ing a wholesome opinion. The ad- 
vice is good.

NEW FOOTBALL RULES. 

Vaiious Plans on Foot For Revising 
the On me. - 

Football bugs of K. S. A. C. are 
interested in the revision of -?oot- 
I ah rules that the national fctfer- 
cr-]iegtate rules committee has been 
making in New York. A radical re- 
vision of football is under advise- 
ment by this committee. 

Greater safety for the player and 
more variety for tbe\ spectator are 
felt to be essential if the game is 
permitted to live. The rules com- 
mittee has adjourned until March 25 
after appointing a sub-committee to 
consider three plans of organiza- 
tion. The sub-committee is compos- 
ed of Coach Etagg, University of Chi- 
cago; Dr. W. L. Dudley. Vand'erbilt 
University, Nashville,. Tenn.; and O. 
W. Savage, Oberlin, Ohio. In the 
main the committee feels that in- 
juries are largely due not so much 
to mass plays as to savage tackles. 

Accordingly it Is recommended 
that there be no more diving tackles, 
that a rigid physical examination of 
all candidates be insisted upon with 
medical supervision of all players 
through the season; that buffeting 
with the shoulders of ends racin ■ 
down the field after the ball be abol- 
ished, and that the back who receives 
a punt be protected, on the other 
hand, from unnecessary violence by 
the ends. 

Under one of the three plans sug- 
gested, playing halves would be 
shortened from 35 to 30 minutes, 
wi'.h 15 minutes intermission be- 
tween the halves them selves split 
again into four periods of a«i min- 
utes play with intermissions of 5 
minutes. The three plans upon which 



the sub-committee will report pro- 
vide in substance for the following 
changes of alignment and play: 

First plan— 

] — Seven men on the scrimmage 
line. 

2, — No pushing or pulling of the 
man with the ball. 

3 — Prohibition of diving tackles. 

4 — Ends goin** down the*fleld not 
to be body cnecked. 

I — Players going down the field 
under a punt not to approach nearer 
than five yards to catcher or punter 
until he has touched the ball and 
then not to tackle htm or charge 
forward unless he starts to run with 
the ball. 

6 — Eliminate on-side kick. 

7 — First man receiving the ball to 
be allowed to carry It anywhere. 

8 — Forward pass allowed over any 
part of the line to men on ends of 
the line or behind the line when the 
ball Is put In play. 

Second plan — 

1 — Divide the halves as already 
specified; play to be resumed hy the 
side in possession of the ball when, 
the preceding period closed. 

2— Seven men on the line of of- 
fense and 3 of the backs to be at 
least four yards in the rear of the 
line (eliminating the tandem play 
perfected by Harvard). 

3 — Forwara pass to be made and 
caught only by players standing be- 
hind the line when the ball is put in 
play. 

4 — In offensive plays between the 
two 25-yard lines, the team with the 
ball must advance It ten yards in con- 
secutive downs or forfeit possession. 
On this article the committee states 
Itself open to further advice. 

Third pUn — 



1 — Seven men on the line of scrim- 
mage, with the back field of offense 
limited to four men, center rush al- 
ways In the center and no inter- 
change of players permitted. 

2 — Eliminate neutral zone and on- 
side kick. 

3 — No runner with the ball to re- 
ceive any help until he has reached 
the line of scrimmage. This would 
reduce ihe weight of the attack. 

•i — Distance to be gained, seven 
yards in tour downs.

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COLLEGE DEBATES IMMORAL. 
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They Teach One to Argue Against 
His Ideals. 

Dr. George Lefevre, professor of 
zoology in the University of Mis- 
souri, would abolish inter- collegiate 
debates as immoral. At the opening 
convocation of the second semester 
today, in a speech on "Academic 
Ideals," he said: 

"Intellectual honesty and freedom 
is the highest ideal of a university- 
Debating causes students to use their 
entire ability to support something 
they do not believe and thereby fos- 
ters a dangerous state of mind. Mod- 
ern university debating, where teams 
support first one side of a question 
and then the other is not intellectual 
honesty. 

"Debating should be used simply 
to establish an individual's belief in 
either side of an argument. When 
he finds which side he believes in, 
he should debate on that side or 
not at all. In life it is the dema- 
gogue who advocates things for hlB 
own personal benefit, but disastrous 
to the people and the nation."

EDITORIAL 



Too many people In College mis- 
take popularity for success and think 
that in winning the former they are 
assured of the latter. It is a mis- 
take — popularity has too many ba- 
nana-skin characteristics to be use- 
ful. Of course it is nice to have 
everyone stand up and cheer when 
your name is mentioned, but it is 
seldom this happens to any one until 
he is dead. Popularity may be pur- 
chased with favors; but you can't 
buy respect with anything but jus- 
tice, and that is the only kind of 
popularity worth having. 

Whatever line of action one may 
adopt he will make some enemies, but 
those made through straightforward 
and just action are not believers in 
a square deal. Men who think, do 
things; men who do things make 
enemies. • 

The following extract taken from 
President Hadley's address at the 
opening of Yale may prove of in- 
terest : 

"The college is governed by the 
men who take the trouble to think. 
As I look back on my college days, I 
am astonished to find how over- 
whelmingly true this was. Every 
man who thought for himself, wheth- 
er on the right side or on the wrong 
side, was exercising a power over 
the lives of scores of others. It 
was because the majority of the men 
who did think were thinking on the 



right side that the influence of the 
college was a good one. 

"When you come back to class re- 
unions twenty or thirty years from 
now you will find that some things 
look smaller than they do today, 
and that some things look larger. 
The question who won a victory will 
have sunk into insignificance. The 
question whether a man stood for 
honorable or dishonorable ways of 
winning a victory will be the thing 
that counts. The question who gain- 
ed the prize in letters or scholarship 
will cease to have importance. The 
question whether a man stood for" 
high Ideals in literature and scholar- 
ship wll be the one that remains In 
men's minds. The various achieve- 
ments and successes of a man's col- 
lege course have their chief impor- 
tance as means of enabling him to 
mould and influence public opinion. 
And the man without tangible suc- 
cesses perhaps gets the largest place 
of all In the grateful recognition of 
his fellows."

WHEAT ANALYSES COMPLETE. 



Assistant Swanson Has Finished With 
Pure Bred Variety. 

"The Chemical Department has just 
completed a series of analyses of 
Professor Robert's pure bred wheats. 
Each wheat was divided into two 
portions, yellow and amber colored 
and analysed separately. 

The analyses included determin- 
ation of ash, moisture, nitrogen, fib- 
er, pentosans, starch and ether ex- 
tract. It Is believed that this is the 
first time complete chemical analyses 
have been made of pure bred pedi- 
greed wheats.

Aggie Five Defeats Nebraska State 

and the Wesleyans on Their 

Northern Trip. 

The Aggie five returned from their 
trip to Nebraska in good spirits. 
They spent two evenings in our 
neighboring state and annexed the 
big end of the score each evening. 
Nebraska University and the Nebras- 
ka Wesleyans were the victims. The 
following accounts of the games are 
taken from the Nebraska State Jour- 
nal: 

* The Kansas Aggies administered 
a second defeat to the Cornhusker 
basketball five on the university 
armory floor last evening. In a game 
generally slow, although with spurts 
of fast work by both teams, the Ag- 
gies piled up a score of 30 to 17. 
Wood was easily Nebraska's star, 
while Edwards played a remarkable 
game for the Aggies. 

Kansas scored in the first few 
minutes of play on a foul by Pe- 
trashek. Nebraska scored two points 
on a field goal and for a minute 
had the lead of the Aggies. The 
Kansans put the ball through the 
basket twice in quick succession and 
gained another point on a foul, there- 
by getting the lead. Hutchinson 
gained two points for the Cornhusk- 
ers and then missed repeated tries 
for goals. Nebraska's play was slow, 
Petrashek beinc especially weak and 
others of the team showing signs of 
fatigue. 

With a score of 6 to 4 in the Ag- 
gies' favor, Nebraska took a decided 
brace and tied the Kansans with a 
goal by Wood. The Manhattan five 
soon took the lead again by good 
team work and held It for the rest of 
the game.

FOUNDRY OF INTEREST. 

The Onljr College Foundry in The 

State. 
The foundry of the Agricultural 
College is one of the most interesting 
sights on the Campus. Few people 
of the state have a chance to see a 
foundry in operation and for that 
reason the foundry always has its 
visitors. This is especially true dur- 
ing a "run." The hiss and sputter 
of the molten metal always has a 
sort of fascination and it is neces- 
sary to string up ropes to keep the 
curious out of danger. These "runs" 
occur about twice a month according 
to the needs of the machine shop, 
and during the year about 40,000 
pounds of castings are turned out. 
At present It* is possible to handle 
100 students in classes of T2 each. 
The foundry is equipped with a two- 
ton cupalo, jib crane, and all the nec- 
essary tools. Also a core oven with 
car, tunrtable and tracks. A small 
brass foundry for instruction is also 
part of the equipment. No outside 
work is accepted. Students are in- 
structed in all phases of the work, 
such as making of molds, charging 
and firing the cupalo and the care 
of the castings until they are de- 
livered at the machine shop. This 
work is given to Engineering stud- 
ents following pattern making and 
just before machine shop work. This 
gives the student machinist a thor- 
ough knowledge of the castings that 
they have to work on.

Santa IV And Other Railroad to Help 

the Kansas Agricultural 

College! 

Chinch bugs materially reduced the 
yield of Kansas corn last year, but if 
the plans of Dr. T. J. Headlee of the 
Kansas Experiment Station are fol*- 
lowed by the farmers — those most 
vitally concerned — the damaging 
bugs will be practically extinguished 
before they leave their hibernating 
quarters this year. 

In the Kansas corn belt the dam- 
age sustained by the ravages of 
chinch bugs ran as high as fifty per 
cent, this being in the southern por- 
tion, in Sumner, Cowley, and Chau- 
tauqua counties. On account of this 
heavy ioss the Kansas Station began 
^burning the grass in fields and pas- 
tures and along roads and hedges 
laBt fall in order to catch the bugs 
already in hiding and to prevent win- 
ter shelter for those still in the corn 
fields. The experiments were not 
entirely successful on account of the 
greenness of the grass and the damp- 
ness caused by late rains. 

These bugs are now located in 
clumps of long grass and among blue- 
stem in pastures and mown mead- 
ows, along roadsides of highways and 
railroads, and in neglected co ners of 
cultivated fields. It is an easy mat- 
ter now to get rid of the pests, and 
Doctor Headlee is recelvin ■ assur- 
ance of extensive cooperation in 
fighting them. 

About the middle of February four 
of the railroads netting the corn dis- 
trict of the State were asked by the 
College to burn their right-of-ways 
and ha'*e written DocLor Headlee for 
further information. This he will 
furnish in a report suggesting the 
most advantageous time of burning, 
probab'y from March S to 15, so that 
all the grass area bordering the rail- 
roads may he burned in the same 
week. 

General Manager Hurley, of the 
Santa Fe, in reply to the letter from 
the Co'lege in which attention waa 
called to the fact that chinch bugs 
were hibernating in the grass on the 
right-of-way, said: "This is a matter 
In which we want to render the agri- 
cultural Interests of the State every 
possible assistance, and I have direct- 
ed that our right-of-way through the 
infected district shown on the map 
embodied in the pamphlet enclosed 
with your letter shall be burned over 
just as quickly as possible, and we 
will make every effort to accomplish 
this between now and the middle of 
March." 

Equally enthusiastic letters were 
received from W. E. Tinsman, third 
vice-president of the Rock Island; 
W. B. Blddle, third vice-president of 
the Frisco; and D. E. King, Indus- 
trial Commissioner of the Missouri 
Pacific. It is a source of much grat- 
ification to Doctor Headlee to know 
that the immense acreage embod'ed

In these right-of-ways will be burn- 
ed and destroy the millions of pests. 
If all the farmers whose crops are 
threatened by living in the infected 
area will set the torch before the 
bugs fly into the wheat, many bush- 
els of ihe 1910 cereal crop will be 
saved. 




MAKING PRACTICAL VETS. 

K. S. A. C. Students Are Receiving 
Thorough Practice. 

The veterinary students of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College 
are receiving an abundance of prac- 
tical experience this year with an 
average of from fifteen to twenty 
cases in the Veterinary hospital reg- 
ularly. During the past week the hos- 
pital had about a dozen dogs, several 
hogs and two cows In addition to the 
usual number of horses. A great 
variety of cases is treated. Some of 
thp patients have been brought a 
distance of a hundred miles or more. 
It is doubtful If the addition recently 
built to the Veterinary hospital will 
prove large enough to meet the de- 
mands. 

The students have an opportunity 
to see all of the work done and 
under the direction of the faculty are 
required to assist in the treatment of 
the various cases. In addition to the 
regular hospital work, the members 
of the senior class make trips into 
the country with the city veterinari- 
an, Dr. Killian, from whom they get 
the same instruction that they would 
get at the College. Each senior is 
assigned to a certain day on which 
he Is expected to answer calls' to the 
country and he goes day or night, 
rain or shine, cold or warm. In this 
way they receive the benefit of all 
the veterinary work In the country 
surrounding Manhattan, giving them 
the practical drill In the work as they 
will find it after they leave the Col- 
lege and making them familiar with 
all phases of diseased conditions of 
lower animals. 

There Is a strong demand for grad- 
uates from this course. Inquiries 
and invitations have been received 
lately from several states but Kansas 
still offers splendid opportunities for 
veterinarians. As Kansas farmers 
develop better livestock it is probable 
that the demand for graduate veteri- 
narians will become stronger so that 
the boys who graduate from the Vet- 
erinary course of K. S. A. C. will have 
desirable openings at home.

Spoke Under Auspices of Alpha Zeta 
to a -Good Audience. 

The lecture given by Pres. H. J. 
Waters In the old chapel Monday 
night on "How an Animal Grows," 
was one of the most instructive ever 
delivered before the agricultural stud- 
ents of this College. This move on 
the part of the Alpha Zeta, Is secur- 
ing such a lecture, Is a new depar- 
ture in the way of advancing the 
interests of agriculture in this in- 
stitution. 

After his introduction by L. C. 
Aicher, Pres. Waters spoke for a few 
minutes concerning the work of the 
Alpha Zeta, just what it stood for, 
and Its aims. In speaking of this 
organization he said that the Alpha 
Zeta In Agriculture should be what 
the Phi Beta Kappa is in the Arts. 
The lecture Itself was a broad dis- 
cussion, technical in nature, and ela- 
borated on phases which were en- 
tirely new to many. It was not a 
lecture merely on animal nutrition 
as mUht be inferred from the topic, 
but rather a generalized brief on 
the effects of maintenance, and sub- 
maintenance rations. Some of the 
effects of maintenance rations, in the 
way of the change of shapa of the 
animal, were subjects on which very 
little can be found in the text books. 
By quoting the results of nutri- 
tion experiments, and by a number 
of curves, the ways in which an ani- 
mal can overcome the obstacles of 
envoronment, and drawbacks In de- 
velopment, and finally reach the goal 
of full growth, were clearly set 
forth. President Waters took up the 
attainment of this end over five diff- 
erent paths, upon which he enlarged 
with clearness and understanding 

This lecture was an education to 
those present. It more than dem- 
onstrated that President Waters was 
an authority on his subject. The 
lecture was very well attended, and 
was a rare treat.

More Women Receive Education in 
This Country Than Men. 

That women's suffrage is no new 
thing is shown by the New York Call, 
which asks tae following questions: 

Do you know that the women of 
Wyoming have voted upon the same 
terms as men since i^C!); the women 
of Colorado since 1893; the women 
of Utah and Idaho since 1896? Are 
not the women of other states as 
worthy of the right of self-govern- 
ment as these? 

Do you know that the report of the 
commissioner of education for 1907 
states that 54,183 girls were gradu- 
ated in that year in the public high 
schools and 38,202 boys, or 20,981 
more girls than boys? The total num- 
ber of girls in attendance at the pub- 
lic high schools was 433,961 and the 
total number of boys was 317,120, or 
116,841 more girls than boys. Yet in 
1907, according to the same report, 
there were 8,447,212 boys enrolled 
in the public schools of the United 
States and 8,373,174 girls, or 74,038 
more boys than girls, thus demon- 
strating that a "much larger number 
of girls than boys received the high- 
er education offered by the public 
schools. 

Do you know that the last census, 
that of 1900, reveals the fact that be- 
tween the ages of ten and twenty- 1 
one, representing school years, there 
were 117,362 more illiterate males 
than females? Do you know that if 
men and women had been equally 
entitled to the franchise in 1900 
there would have been 20,000 fewer 
illiterates among the women than 
men, who between the ages of twen- 
ty-one and twenty-four would have 
cast their presidential vote? 

Do you know that if the same con- 
ditions relative to education shall 



continue for the next twenty years, 
and women still remain disfranchis- 
ed, we shall witness the curious 
spectacle of the more illiterate sex 
making laws for the less Illiterate 
sex? 



Push Ball at K. S. A. C? 

Sent in: Even those who decry 
football often speak a good word for 
the game of Push Ball, claiming that 
it is just as exciting, at the same 
time not at all dangerous. It is not 
only being used as a substitute where 
the timid natures of the faculty will 
not permit manly games but is used 
to condition players for games of 
football. It is a game that cannot 
fail to interest and has small chance 
to permanently injure any. If there 
is a regular team playing this game 
in Kansas at the present time, the 
fact is unknown to the writer, but 
there is no reason why the game 
should not be played at K. S. A. C. 

The ball is very lar~e and necessar- 
ily expensive but if some means, such 
as charging admission to our annual 
class games (as is often done at oth- 
er schools), was adopted we could in 
a short time, possess a ball. The 
ball is the only equipment needed 
so that the expense of maintaining 
a team or teams is not an expensive 
matter, once they are equipped. 

The advantages claimed by the ad- 
mirers of this branch of sport are, 
as stated above, physical develop- 
ment of players at small risk; the 
bringing out of men who now show 
no active interest in athletics, hence 
the discovery of new and untried 
athletes. 

The addition of a series of annual 
class games to those now played 
would create more occasions for the 
display of class spirit, which Is only 
school spirit in another form. Think 
it over, its worth while.

Train Over Rock Island. 

The Kansas State Agricultural 
College has been carrying on a great 
campaign for better corn crops for 
years, and now is to make a "train 
campaign" over the Rock Island, 
starting out from Topeka on Tuesday 
morning, -March 1, and ending at 
Belleville Saturday evening at 5:00 
o'clock.

run straight to Herlngton and up 
the Sallna branch, with meetings 
at Woodbine, Enterprise, Abilene, 
New Cambria, and the lecture at Sa- 
lina will be about 4:40 Thursday 
evening. The train will run back 
to Herlngton for the night, and on 
Friday the first meeting will be at 
Broughton at 8:00 o'clock, Clay Cen- 
ter about nine, and on to Mankato by 
5:00 o'clock. The train will then 
run to Kensington for a meeting 
at 7:30, then on to Phlllipsburg for 
the night, leaving there on Satur- 
day morning in time for the first 
meeting to be at Norton at 7:30 a. 
m., mountain time. The work will 
end at Belleville on Saturday evening 
at 5:00 o'clock. 

The lectures will be on "Corn, Seed 
and Seed-Bed," and the speakers 
will be Prof. A. M. TenEyck, Mr. 
P. E. Crabtree, and Supt. J. H. Mill- 
er. The fourth speaker will be select- 
ed in a few days. As usual, the lec- 
tures will be given in the cars at 
the depots, except for the evening 
meetings.

After the lecture was over there 
was a riding exhibition by Capt. Wil- 
liams, the officers in command of 
the riding school, and his men.

Cost of Living Determined in The 
Kitchen — Girls of State to Be- 
come Economical Cooks. 

Thousands and thousands of peo- 
ple all over the United States are 
trying to discover the cause of pre- 
vailing high prices and thousands 
are denying themselves articles of 
formerly common diet which are now 
luxuries. The . newspapers of the 
country are husy either In attempt- 
ing to reconcile the people to the ex- 
isting order of things and heaping 
the hlame upon a new administra- 
tion and asking the people of the 
nation to rescue themselves, or are 
advising them to grin and hear it 
as the natural order of events. While 
It may be a combination of these 
two, another factor enters largely 
into the determination of the cost of 
living, that is the kitchen cost. 

Proprietors of food-producing plants 
are also insisting that the trouble 
does not lie in their methods but Is 
to be found in the kitchens of every 
home. They Insist that a lack of 
knowledge of how to utilize every 
part of a food product and getting 
some foods already prepared because 
the cook lacks knowledge of the 
proper methods of preparation Is the 
cause of slim tables and slimmer 
pocketbooks. 

In his annual report, the president 
of the Swift packing house observes: 
"I feel that some of the talk about 
high prices of beef is due to the 
great demand for rib and loin cuts, 
which comprise only twenty-six per 
cent of the total. The proper pre- 
paration of the cheaper cuts, com- 
prising seventy-four per cent of the 
beef, is given considerable attention 
by domestic sceince authorities with 
a view of Increasing the use of these 
cuts, which are just as nutritious f»9 
the rib and loin cuts, and thereby 
affecting a saving in the cust of liv- 
ing." 

Much attention has been called to 
the emigration of farmers to the 
cities but few think to link this fact 
to the rise in prices. Going from 
the country to the city and carrying 
along the dietary habits of liberal 
surroundings has much to do with 
prices. The age of such emigrants 
works against any change in these 
habits which bankruptcy alone can 
change. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, the government 
pure food expert, gave as his theory 
of the high cost of living: "Well, we 
waste a great deal in the kitchen for 
one thing. The French people would 
live Well on what we throw away. 
Another thing, persons of meagre 
means have too much false pride. 
They try to emulate the rich. A 
man who invites a friend to dinner 
is ashamed to take him to a mod- 
erate restaurant. He would rather 
take him to some other place where 
the same meal costs five times as 
much." The trouble Is traced to the 
kitchen. 



Too much food is bought in pack- 
ages; short weight loaves of bread 
are purchased, a leak which could be 
stopped If all cooks knew how to 
make good bread. Then there are 
the canned vegetables which are half 
vegetable and half water. To buy a 
bushel of wheat in the form of break- 
fast foods costs about ten dollars. 
This could be secured for one dollar 
if the old-fashioned mills still exist- 
ed. * 

The real trouble seems to t>e lack 
of education in the kitchen. Kansas, 
through her Agricultural College, Is 
getting right at the vital spot In the 
controversy by sending out educated 
house wives year after year and is 
encouraging by correspondence meth- 
ods and home economics clubs the 
study of home problems by people all

As soon as the letters can be gone 
over and the best plan found, the 
movement will be started. Read 
these : 

Name the Athletic field, Ahearn 
Athletic Field, no further comment 
on that is necessary. 

The Athletic association to issue 
5000 shares in Ahearn Athletic Field 
equipment. These shares to be sold 
at $1.00 each in single shares or in 
blocks. Each one of these shares to 
be good for admission to one good 
game of baseball during the com- 
mencement week any time within 
five years.

There has been considerable dis- 
cussion among some of the alumni of 
K. S. A. C. as to the advisability of 
their furnishing some money towards 
the building of the new athletic field, 
and the time is approaching when it 
seems advisable for some definite 
plan to be worked out. 

The Legislature of 1909 appro- 
priated $5000 towards the erection 
of a field but they did not seem to 
realize that t-ts would only be a 
drop In the bucket when the amount 
really needed was considered. 

So far as any one knows at the 
present time, this field will be built 
in the southwest corner of the cam- 
pus, where the ground is rough and 
will demand considerable grading. It 
is conservatively estimated by many 
that this $5000 appropriated will 
hardly pay the expenses of the grad- 
ing. Therefore funds will have to 
be forthcoming before a suitable field 
can be built. 

The Nichols Gymnasium will be 
the handsomest one in the west and 
the field which is to go with it should 
be equally creditable. The student 
body and faculty are always loyal 
in their support of athletics and 
should not be asked to build the 



athletic field. The legislature will in f 
all probability not appropriate any I j 
more money for athletics on account ['[ 
of the great demand for other things, fr 
Therefore It seems to be only rea- {'» 
sonahle that the alumni be called : ) 

essary to make this field a credit to 
the College. It might be called the 
Alumni field. 

There are several ways in which 
the Alumni might produce this de- 
sired money. (1) The general Alumni 
Association could appoint a commit- 
tee to make a campaign for subscrip- 
tions to be paid within one year. (2) 
the various sub-organizations, such 
as the one at Washington, D. C, Chi- 
cago, Topeka, Manhattan, etc., might 
do the same thing, v 3) the various 
alumni classes could, through their 
present officers, carry on such a 
campaign and send to the committee 
of the Manhattan Association a cer- 
tain amount In pledges to be used 
In erecting something on the Athletic 
field as a Memorial to their class. 

The '07 class has an Alumni or- 
ganization and some of its off tears 
have suggested that the class give 
something in the name of the ath- 
letes who graduated in 1907, pro- 
viding that such a thing would not 
conflict with any general donation 
towards an athletic field fund. 

It Is desired that all '07'b to whom 
such a thing might appeal, write to 
Mr. E. G. Schafer, 908 Oregon St., 
Urbana, 111., and give him their 
opinions. 

It might also be well for other 
Alumni to write to their friends and 
officers of their associations giving 
their opinions and suggestions for 
or against such a movement. 

The graduates and former stud- 
ents of K. ri. A. C. have never been 
called upon for financial help for 
athletics by their Alma Mater, and 
since other coleges and universities 
have been so greatly helped by their 
Alumni, It does not seem unreason- 
able to ask for help from those who 
love old K S. A. C.

Some Deaths Have Little Connection 
With Football. 
Gil Brown, Harvard Varsity end, 
says: "There are more chances to 
be dirty in a game of football. One 
hears a lot about dirty football, but 
in all the years that 1 have played 
football I doubt if I have seen any 
act done on the football field that 
was surely dirty. There ' have been 
lists compiled of the fatalities in foot- 
ball thiB season. Let me read to 
you a few of the cases that are in- 
cluded in the 30 football fatalities 
of this season. I know that these 
are right, for I took the trouble to 
look into them. One of the 30 trag- 
edies happened to a six-year-old boy. 
He asked his mother if he could go 
to a football game; she refused him 
leave, and he went out and immed- 
iately hanged himself. Brutal foot- 
ball. Another case was a youngster 
who was playing football with a 
friend on a lawn. There was a big 
hole in the lawn and the first thing 
happened about was the falling of 



the little fellow into the hole, and 
the subsequent discovery that he had 
a broken neck. A third fellow, after 
a hard game of football, contracted 
pneumonia and died. In another case 
a hero of a preparatory school foot- 
ball victory in Connecticut, tried to 
escape from a demonstration after 
the game by climbing down from 
his room. He slipped and fractured 
his skull fatally. The last incident 
of football fatalities contained in 
these 30 was that of an old man who 
had played football 20 years. He 
was driving in his carriage one day 
across a railroad track, and was 
struck by a locomotive and instantly 
killed. Football is responsible for 
all of these deaths the papers tell 
us. I will leave that to your own 
Judgment. In nine cases out of 10 
the few injuries that arise in xcotball 
are due to a poor field u,nd improper 
preparation. The game is strenuous 
and everyone who plays it ought to 
know that only the nest of training 
will allow a man to go through a 

full game." — Springfield Massachu- 
setts Republican.

Friday and Saturday were mark- 
ed by two of the best basketball 
games of the season, from the spec- 
tator's standpoint.

Elsewhere in this issue is an ar- 
ticle mentioning a call from Cali- 
fornia for irrigation engineers. Such 
engineers are not made at K. S. A. 
C, though a school which could 
more appropriately offer a course of 
training to them would be hard to 
find. Just such a course has heen 
strongly urged for some time by 
Professor TenEyck who says that 
since scientific irrigation is becom- 
ing so important in agricultural de- 
velopment it is the duty of agri- 
cultural colleges to teach men this 
branch of engineering. If the ob- 
ject of this Agricultural College is 
primarily to give courses which per- 
tain to agriculture generally, surely 
irrigation engineering has a place in 
this College even before the engi- 
neering courses now offered. 



The basketball season at K. S. A. 
C. closed last Saturday night. And 
despite the handicaps that the Ag- 
gies have labored under, this season 
has been one in which games were 
won. But three games were lost and 
of these" three only one was a de- 
rive defeat.

landing this "long-felt want." No 
other enterprise has been so long 
agitated at this College. The- old 
Herald files are full of It — an un- 
tiring cry for a gymnasium which 
was finally answered by that body of 
real gentlemen known as the 1903 
Kansas Legislature. It's an illus- 
tration of "Everything comes to him 
who waits."

This College is proud of her Audi- 
torium. Visitors always admire it 
and lyceum talent likes to perform 
on its roomy stage. No other school 
In Kansas can ' boast of one with a 
larger seating capacity. And yet 
perhaps no other school in Kansas 
has one which is as poorly lighted. 
Our Auditorium is lighted entirely, 
with the exception of the footlights, 
by arc lamps. This kind of a lamp 
is not adapted to and was never 
made for interior lighting purposes. 
They are continually popping and 
flickering and even go out entirely 
sometimes. Because of this unstead- 
iness and the fact that they do not 
distribute the light evenly they are 
not found in modern buildings. And 
still they are used to illumine our 
Auditorium instead of a good system 
of incandescent or tungsten lamps. 
It surely would not be a great un- 
dertaking to change the present sys- 
tem especially as the work could 
probably be done by students under 
the supervision of the Department 
of Electrical Engineering. No doubt 
that Department is eager to make 
the change since the poor system 

now used casts a reflection — not lit- 
erally but figuratively — on the abil- 
ity of that Department. Will the 
proper power kindly issue the man- 
date?

The Regents have set aside seven 
acres in the southwest corner of the 
campus to be used for this purpose. 
The students of the civil engineering 
course have been surveying thlB site 
and find that it will take the entire 
appropriation to grade the field ; and 
that after it was graded it would 
only be of five acres extent. 

The Regents asked the association 
to either accept or reject this site. 

The action taken was a motion 
appointing a committee to ask the 
Regents for the site west of the 
shops instead of the one offered. 

This site is better suited for the 
purpose as it will take less to put 
it in shape. Seven acres is a small 
aira^ment for a field even for present 
use arM in a few years would be en- 
tirely too small.

The Board of Regents is to be pe- t 
titioned for a new site for the new 
Athletic field. The site offered by the 
Regents is the southwest corner of 
the campus which would be a desir- 
able location were it not a bad one. 
In fact it is so bad that it will take 
practically all of the appropriation, 
$5000 to chip off the side hill and 
drag it down to fill the little valley 
and to otherwise put the ground in 
suitable condition for an athletic 
field. This Is according to a state- 
ment made by Manager McCormick 
who has surveyed the site and made 
estimates on the cost of improving 
It. It is admitted that the location 
offered would be convenient to the 
gymnasium and car line and but for 
the excessive cost of improvement it 
tnight- be satisfactory. The site which 
Was approved by the Athletic asso- 
ciation yesterday and which . the 
Regents will be asked to give instead 
of the one offered, is west of the 
Bhops, The cost of making an ath- 
letic park here would be much leas 
than on the other one. Drainage, a 
most important thing to be consid- 
ered in selecting a location for a field, 
would not be an objection to this site 
for It Is almost Ideal in this respect. 
For these and other reasons an ath- 



The action of the Athletic Associa- 
tion yesterday in voting down a mo- 
tion to apply for admission to the 
Missouri Valley conference may need 
a little explanation to some who at 
first thought might think an applica- 
tion for admission to this conference 
a most feasible movement. All are 
agreed that K. S. A. C. deserves a 
place and can hold her own in the 
Missouri Valley conference but the 
time for entering this conference Is 
not now. We must work up to that 
gradually. To join now would mean 
disgrace In our athletic contests next 
year for our athletes are not prepar- 
ed for the change of rules. Few of 
the veterans of the '09 football team, 
for Instance, would be eligible to play 
under the rules of that conference. 
In the course of a year or two, this 
College would be in a position to 
enter the conference for in the mean- 
time preparation could be made.

S. A. C. wants to be a member of the 
Missouri Valley conference but to 
join now would be indiscreet.

It's the same old story 
and Its a sad one. Instead of having 
a long list of candidates to pick from 
as is the case In the staff elections 
of most college papers, the Herald 
Publishing company almost has to 
draft men to work on the College 
paper. Why there should not be 
more interest manifested in work of 
this kind at this College is a little 
hard to understand. True this is not 
a school of languages and fine arts 
but it seems that from a student 
body as large as ours there would 
come a larger number who are in- 
terested in newspaper writing. The 
experience in writing and business 
management obtained from work on 
the Herald is good even to those who 
do not intend to become newspaper 
writers. There is plenty of variation 
to the work and the work is plentiful 
although a staff member rarely needs 
to neglect his studies for the good 
cause. A small salary is paid though 
It does not attempt to cover the value 
of the work done. But still the can- 
didates are few. Can it be the fault 
of the Herald? We think not for we 
have unceasingly urged students to 
send in comments on College topics. 
Sometime ago an account was kept of 
all donations to the Herald columns. 
That Is the account was started. The 
intention was to establish a system of 
preparatory work for candidates but 
not one staff member was ever se- 
lected from this list because there 
was no list.

Professor TenEyck Gives Farewell 
Talk to Short Course Students. 

Professor TenEyck addressed the 
departing farmers short course 
students and the Junior and senior 
agronomy students, the third and 
fourth hours, Friday in the grain 
judging room, on "Crop Improve- 
ment." The lecture was well at- 
tended and was very interesting to 
the agriculturalists. Professor Ten- 
Eyck said in part: 

"The average corn yield of Kansas 
is 21.5 bushels per acre. By a little 
attention to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Crop Production it could 
be made twice that. The average 
yield of wheat is but 13.5 bushels 
and yet 30 or 40 bushels may be 
produced under average farm condi- 
tions. The best yielding of wheat 
at this station has produced an av- 
erage yield of 4 4 bushels per acre 
for seven years, under conditions 
that any farmer Can duplicate. 

"The four important factors in 
corn raising are; better seed, more 
fertile soil, proper preparation of 
the seed bed, and the cultivation of 
the corn at the proper time." 



MORE RESOLUTIONS. 



An Experiment With Spuds. 

The Hort. Department will con- 
duct some interesting and important 
experiments in potato growing this 
summer. In addition to the work 
done here on the College farm the 
plan is to carry on cooperative ex- 
periments on a commercial scale with 
growers here and in other parts of 
the State. Special attention will be 
paid to potato diseases and their pre- 
vention. Several different kinds of 
sprays will be used. In addition 
speoial fertilizer and rotation tests 
will be made. 



Dr# Rogers on Tuberculosis. 

Dr. Rodgers gave a very interest- 
ing lecture to the Dairy short course 
students in the old chapel Wednes- 
day afternoon on tuberculosis. He 
called attention to the fact that out 
of the 31,000,000 hogs marketed 
last year 430,177 were afflicted with 
tuberculosis. Out of the 7,000,000 
cattle marketed some 2&.000 showed 
signs of this dreaded dosease. And 
these diseased animals came from 
the six million American farms. 

Dr. Rodger's plan for the eradica- 
tion of this disease is to mark all 
animals on the farms today and then 
when a diseased animal comes to 
market the farm that it came from 
would be discovered and proper mea- 
sures could be taken for stamping 
out the disease at that place. 



An Order From Africa. 
The 'Department of Agriculture of 
Transvail, South Africa, recently 
sent in an order to the Agronomy 
Department for fifty bushels of Tur- 
key Red wheat "that had been 
grown on the Experiment Station 
farm." The Department has many 
long distance calls such as this one.

The Dairy Department is experi- 
menting with a single service pack- 
age for delivering milk. This pack- 
age is made of paste-board covered 
with paraflne and is thrown away 
after being used. There are several 
shapes of packages, the most con- 
venient being an oblong cylindrical 
can. Quart cans will coBt about flve- 
eighths cents each. The advantages 
of this package are, it does not need 
to be washed, it does not break easi- 
ly, it is lighter than one of the slass 
bottles now in use ,and does not 
have to be returned. The College 
is trying to determine whether these 
packages are less expensive than 
glass and which are the most sani- 
tary.

Mr. Ammons was much impressed 
with the work of the College and 
he expressed a desire that his son 
might come here to finish his College 
work. 

The work of the Experiment sta- 
tion and the courses of instruction 
here have attracted considerable at- 
tention in Colorado in recent years.

Mr. Aicher's 
brother who will be graduated this 
year from the Veterinary course of 
the Colorado school will probably 
come here next year to take special 
work in Animal Husbandry. .

DAIRY BARN FLOORING. 



Dairy Department is Testing its Prac- 
ticability. 

The Dairy Department is exper- 
imenting with the latest idea for a 
good floor for a dairy barn in the 
form of a brick made of compressing 
pieces of waste cork into a good 
grade of asphalt. These bricks are 
a little larger than building brick, 
3x9x4, and are made from pieces of 
cork that would otherwise be wasted 
from the process of insulating refrig- 
erators and cold storage supplies. 

The Department will floor several 
stalls with it in order to determine 
its value. The bricks are to be laid 
flat on a sand base and grouted 
with hot asphalt. It Is thought 
that a floor of this kind will not be 
as slippery as the cement 
floor and it will not be as hard or 
as cold as the cement. 



Systematic Spraying. 

Doctor Headlee, Professor Dickens 
and Assistant Holsinger go to Iola 
Thursday to meet with A. L. Quain- 
tance ,the government entomologist, 
and plan for a ten days' systematic 
spraying of the orchards of several 
of the counties. 

This orchard spraying is coopera- 
tive, work of the College and Govern- 
ment and is under the direction of 
Professors Headlee and Dickens. As- 
sistant Holsinger of the Institute 
Department will remain with the 
work.

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MILO HASTINGS NOTED. 



Former I'oultryinan and Member of 
Class of 1900 Gets Press Notices. 

MUo Hastings, '06, now editorial 
writer with the New York American, 
Is a native Kansan who is making 
good. He was at one time 1 the poul- 
tryman here and in regard to his 
work along allied lines the Poultry 
Culture has the following to say: 

"The Kansas Experiment station 
was the first of the Mississippi val- 
ley stations to Install poultry work. 
It was In 1902 that Mr. M. Hastings, 
then a student at the Atchison Coun- 
ty High school, "struck" Prof. Cot- 
trell, then agriculturalist at the Kan- 
sas Experiment station, for the job 
as poultryman at the station. As an 
outcome of the interview, a little 
later young Mr. Hastings was recall- 
ed from a poultry farm in Illinois, 
wheie he was learning the commer- 
cial side of poultry raising, to take 
char e of the new work. 

"The new department was housed 
in a building that had been discard- 
ed by the pig department. The work 
for the first year or two was of a 
quite elementary nature, due to the 
handicaps and lack of funds. But In 
1904 and 190 5 a first class building 
was provided in which was conduct- 
ed the first experiment station eg<? 
layin contest In the country." 

"Perhaps the most important 
work conducted by Mr. Hastings 
while at the Kansas station was 
the study of the methods of actual 
poultry production on the farms of 
the state and the methods of mar- 
keting the poultry crop. This work 
was reported upon by Mr. Hast'ngs 



in the bulletin entitled, "The Hen's 
Place on the Farm." 

"Mr. Hastings resigned his posi- 
tion at the Kansas station in 1906 
and the following year was appoint- 
ed by the Federal government to 
make m investigation of the market- 
ing of poultry products throughout 
the country. It is through this work 
that he became prominently known 
among poultry raisers. He is the 
author of the Federal bulletin, "The 
Egg Tiarte of the United States," and 
the inventor of the cold storage 
evaporimeter, of which the United 
States department of agriculture 
holds the patent." 

Then follows a discussion of the 
merits of his book, "The Dollar 
Hen."

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COLLEGE CONFERENCE MEETS. IS OPPOSED TO CO-EDUCATION. 



K. U. Cmmiot Enforce Its Dictating 
Policy Among Colleges. 

A meeting of interest to the fol- 
lowers of athletics was that of the 
managers from the schools of the 
Kansas College Athletic Conference, 
held In Emporia Saturday. Repre- 
sentatives were present from K. S. 
N., College of Emporia, Washburn, 
Baker, Fairmount, Bethany, South- 
western, St. Marys, and K. S. A. C. 

D. C. Schaffner, of the College of 
Emporia was elected president, and 
Dean McCormlck was elected vice- 
president. P. B, Sampson was re- 
elected secretary. Outside the or- 
dinary routine business, a few im- 
portant points were taken up. Rule 
5, relating to summer baseball was 
amended to read that the student 
could play in Colege athletics, after 
playing summer baseball, provided 
he had completed a full year's work, 
instead of a full term's work as be- 
fore. 

The summer baseball clause was 
taken up and discussed, relative to 
allowing the practice at all, but the 
matter was dropped without action. 
The motion made at the previous 
meetin, relative to allowing profes 
si on al coaches to coach from the 
coaching box was withdrawn. 

The following important amend- 
ment was passed. "That no mem- 
ber of this Conference shall insist 
on any rules of eligibility from any 
other member of this Conference ex- 
cept the Kansas College Athletic 
Conference Rules." This point set- 
tles the dictating of K. TJ. that teams 
of this conference must play Missouri 
Valley rules. K. U. Is a member 
of this conference, and according to 
the above amendment K. U. cannot 
Insist that we, or any other mem- 
ber of the conference play Mo. Val- 
ley. 

The Conference championship com- 
mittee, consisting of Cortelyou, Phil- 
lips, and Quigley were a^ain re- 
elected.

April 20, Fairmount; April 23, Kan- 
sas Wesleyan; April 27, Ottawa. 

Those games of the "good as set- 
tled" variety are Missouri Valley 
College of Marshall Missouri, April 
16; April 29, Kansas State Normal; 
May 7, Lindsborg; May 20, William 
Jewell. The May schedule is not in 
shape to give any other than the 
games mentioned. The management 
is in receipt of letters from Colleges 
all the way from Los Angeles to 
New Orleans (Almost) so that there 
is little cause for an;? loss of sleep 
over the baseball schedule. 

The two trips planned for this 
year have also emerged from their 
indefinite surroundings.

Class Athletics. 

Bent in: The recent action of the 
Council is further raising the quali- 
fications for participation in class 
games wae one of the steps for clean- 
er athletiCB in our school. 

Up to a short time ago it was the 
general practice to play almost any- 
ene in order to win a clasB game. 
It is surprising that such a state of 
affairs should have been allowed to 
exist by tbe Athletic Association. 
Such practice is directly against the 
policy of the school. Our athletic 
relations with other schools are 
above question so why should we 
indulge In practices at home that we 
would not permit in inter-coleglate 
athletiCB. 

The sentiment of the classes is 
changing toward this matter and 
doubtless future contests, especially 
football will be between real class 
teams. The mere fact that a student 
will presumably graduate with a class 
does not make him a bonaflde mem- 
ber of it. He must have the assign- 
ment, for that is what determines his 
rank. 

It is believed that future contro- 
versy could be avoided if rules simi- 
lar tc the following were adopted: 

a) Or anization of a standing 
committee by the Athletic associa- 
tion, composed of at least one mem- 
ber of each competing class, to pass 
on eligibility of players. 

(b) Exclusion from all class events 
of "K" men as well as those who 
have participated in any of our in- 
ter-collegiate games. These with tbe 
present rules would make our class 
games real class games in name and 
in fact. 

The second proposed rule would 
apply more to basketball than some 
other games, but if fair in one case, 
it should be in all. Reasons for it are: 

Class monograms are given to en- 
courage men to come out for their 
class and In this way many athletes 
are found. "K" men, owing to train- 
ing, are sure of a berth on a class 
team thus reducing number of chan- 
ces for others who might develop Into 
future athletes. Of course the writer 
understands that M K" men are barr- 
ed from the game in which the letter 
was won but they are rather encour- 
aged to enter other lines of sport for 
the class. 

Men who have played on VarBlty 
teams have the muscular develop- 
ment that class team men do not 
have and when a game like basket- 
ball is played under present football 
rules, training of line bucking, etc., 
is by no means a cheap asset. 

Spectators at recent basketball 
games have been heard to remark 
that football players have an unfair 
advantage. Why not make it a square 
deal for all? The "K" man has his 
letter, give all a chance.

This fact is known to many 
thousands of women, by whom the 
art of making a little go a long way 
is put in practice every day of their 
lives. In the households over which 
these women preside the pinch of 
high prices has been alleviated with 
marvelous skill and all but invinci- 
ble courage. There are, however, 
other households. In this day of 
good living the increased cost of 
things which go to make up a satis- 
factory state of domestic well being 
on the material side best can be off- 
set by expert management of the 
family cuisine. 

The grandmothers of the present 
generation may have thought they 
were happy, but most of them were 
greviously overworked. The task of 
providing everything, from the fami- 
ly candles to the family stockings, 
mainly fell to those remarkable wo- 
men. Fortunately, there has come 
emancipation for the modern house- 
wife so far as many of the former 
services are concerned. What she 
now has to do she can find time to 
do right. In large part this result 
comes from the better methods of 
doing things and the better appli- 
ances which she has to assist her In 
doing them. 

If this time of high prices serves 
to increase the tendency to bring 
scientific housekeeping into the 
homes it will prove, after all, a for- 
tunate time to many households. 
Therefore let the fashion of giving 
lectures on cooking be cultivated 
assiduously by society, even at the 
expense of such dubious joys as 
bridge parties and musical comedy 
matinees. — Chicago News.

As 
an Instructor with experience be- 
comes more useful to the College he 
should he rewarded with an Increase 
in salary.

University I*rofessor Divides Them 
Into Many Classes. 

Before a fairly large audience, 
Chancellor W. J. Davidson of Wes- 
leyan University addressed students 
of the university at convocation on 
"Religious Services." 

The purpose of Professor David- 
son's lecture was to classify univer- 
sity students, not as to class, rank 
or standi n?, .but as to the direct mo- 
tives which actuated these students 
to attend an educational institution. 
In concise language and In all sin- 
cerity he declared It to be utter fol- 
ly for a student to attend the univer- 
sity under the Impression that the 
college has a "cut and dried" educa- 
tion, which, upon request, will per-

dullest brain. He also branded the 
student who assigns to himself the 
parasitic function of "cribbing" as a 
"despicable leach sucking the life 
blood from his own arteries." 

In brief, Professor Davidson said: 
"We often hear college students 
spoken of falling into four distinct 
and separate classes — freshman, 
sophomore, junior and senior — but I 
like to think of these students as 
falling into different kinds of classes 
of many varieties. 

"In the first place, there are those 
who enter the university with the 
vague idea that the college has a 'cut 
and dried' education, which it will 
impart to them at a specified time. 
There is certainly something beauti- 
ful in such a conception, but like all 
other beautiful dreams, there must 
be an end without realization. 

"Again, there are those who look 
upon college education as an incom- 
prehensible thing worthy to be 
sought for its own sake. Such a one 
expatiates upon the beauties of col- 
lege life, — its dazzling social func- 
tions and so on — but he never stops 
to consider the benefits that ought 
to accrue from a college education 
and which he might at some future 
time pass on to a more unfortunate 
being. 

"Another type of student consists 
of those who attend colege because 
they are sent. They have no pur- 
pose in view, no aim in life, and their 
apparent* desire is to harmoniously 
obey parental command. 

"Again there are those who com- 
pose the 'lean to' class. They con- 
tinually 'lean" on other students for 
support, and thus far have never 
realized that mental as well as mus- 
cular force can be developed. They 
are purely parasitic in their whole 



make-up, and as a leech they are 
sucking the life blood from their own 
arteries. 

"Lastly, we find the class of stu- 
dents that get the most out of life. 
Why? Merely because they put the 
most into It and live in the expecta- 
tion of contributing from their store 
of knowledge to the ignorant world. 
They have already mastered some of 
life's greatest problems, 'By their 
fruits ye shall know them.' 

"Every college Is obligated to give 
students some vision of life problems, 
and the school that fails to do this 
falls In every thing. We often find 
students, good students, who at the 
end of their college career, have not 
decided what shall be their life 
work. To a certain extent, the col- 
lege Is responsible for this deplorable 
state of affairs. The student who is 
in such a condition has lost one of 
the greatest contributions of a uni- 
versity education — a detailed train- 
ing in a chosen work. In this way 
only can great efficiency be added 
unto the student. 

"Lastly, the world is looking for 
men trained in the habits of strictest 
honesty — men who can detect and es- 
tablish a dividing line between right 
and wrong. The world is looking for 
men who are attached to the highest 
ideals. If you want to make your 
college training of highest useful- 
ness, you can do not better than to 
ally yourself with God and walk with 
him through the years of service that 
are to come." — The Nebraskan.

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SEEKING NEW PENCIL WOODS. 



ATHLETIC FIELD WEST OP SHOPS 



The IT, S. Forest Service is Cooperat- 
ing With Manufacturers. 

Recent conferences of representa- 
tives of the Department of Agricul- 
ture with several lead-pencil manu- 
facturers have resulted in plans for 
testing new woods to find out wheth- 
er they can be used in the pencil in- 
dustry. According to some of the 
manufacturers, the supply of red 
cedar, which furnishes practically all 
the wood for the annual output of 
some 325,000,000 pencils, will be 
exhausted within five years. A sub- 
stitute must be found which will 
whittle easily, which shall contain a 
large amount of material free of 
knots, which shall not be porous, nor 
spongy, nor unduly hard, and which 
shall occur in sufficient quantities 
to meet the manufacturers* demand. 
In view of this and at the sugges- 
tion of the pencil makers, the Forest 
Service is to cooperate in a test of a 
number of National Forest woods. 
Among those to he tried are Rocky 
Mountain red cedar, alligator Juni- 
per, western juniper, redwood, in- 
cense cedar, western cedar, Port Or- 
ford cedar, and Alaska cypress. Wood 
specimens collected from the Nation- 
al Forests will be sent to four lead- 
ing mnnufacturers, who have agreed 
to make pencils of them. The man- 
ufacturers will keep a record of the 
tests and report to the Forest Serv- 
ice the results, as well as their judg- 
ment as to the fitness of the individ- 
ual woods. 

The Forest Service is assisting in 
this experiment because there are 
in the National Forests large quanti- 
ties of junipers and cedars which 
may be "suitable for pencil manufac- 
ture. For several of these woods 
no very valuable use has yet been 
discovered. Foresters believe that 
In the future the. woods from the 
National Forests may, to a consider- 
able extent, come into use to supple- 
ment the diminishing stock of east- 
ern woods, the supply of which has 
received no protection. 



Association Has Requested Tract on 
Top of the Hill.

CAN STUDY AT HOME. 



Those Not Abie to Attend College Can 
Take Correspondence Course*. 

In order to meet the call for scien- 
tific knowledge in the best manner, 
the College, through the Extension 
Department has prepared courses in 
many subjects and is now offering 
these to the people of the state. 
They have been arranged for the 
purpose of instructing those who are 
unable to attend the College and are 
the embodiment of the same work 
offered to resident students. 

The following are some of the 
courses arranged for correspondence 
instruction: Elementary Agricul- 
ture, Soils, Farm Crops, Stock Feed- 
ing, Orcharding, Vegetable Garden- 
ing, Landscape Gardening, Cooking, 
Sewing, Injurious Insects, Farm Dai- 
rying, Poultry Management, Farm 
Drainage, Highway Construction, and 
Dairy Manufacturing. 

In offering this work by mall the 
College is attempting to answer the 
popular demand for a more thor- 
ough knowledge of the many phases 
of agriculture and home economics 
and to encourage a systematic study 
along these lines. The work is not 
convened to a mere elementary discus- 
sion of each subject but is planned 
to cover as much of the subject as 
can be handled at home without 
special laboratory equipment. 

Each course will follow some desig- 
nated standard text book which will 
be the text book for the Btudent, 
this to be supplemented by a series 
of questions and helpB sent out by 
the Department. The subject is di- 
vided Into lessons, each being cover- 
ed by a question blank. The first 



blank Is sent with the text book 
when the student enrolls. When 
blank No. 1 Is corrected and return- 
ed, blank No. 2 goes with It. All 
papers will be sent to the College, 
there corrected, graded and returned 
to the student. Upon the comple- 
tion of the blanks the student will be 
given a final examination on the 
whole subject. This set of questions 
will be sent to some selected person 
in each county in whose persence 
the student will work the answers. 
A student who may later enter the 
Agricultural College will he allowed 
some credit for work successfully 
completed In this manner. 

The cost of this instruction to the 
student has not yet been decided but 
the charges will be very low, just 
such a fee as will meet the postage 
and cost of grading the examination 
blanks. This charge will probably be 
determined at the next meeting of 
the Board of Regents. The courses 
are open to all residents of the state. 
Each student will of course be ex- 
pected to buy the text book although 
two or more persons in a neighbor- 
hood may buy books together, this is 
not usually advisable. Definite an- 
nouncement of the courses, texts, 
charges, etc., will probably be made 
early in April.

Money Made on Mutton. 

The Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment finished sheep feeding experi- 
ments last week and shipped the car- 
load to Kansas City, where they sold 
for $9.75 per cwt. The sheep had 
made very good gains and a profit 
of $450 was made on the lot. One 
hundred forty head of southwest 
range sheep were used and they were 
divided into seven lots of twenty 
head each. Lot three which waa 
fed on shelled corn and alfalfa hay 
made the cheapest gains. They made 
an average daily gain per head of 
5 pounds at a cost of $4.40 per cwt. 
If the other lots had made equal 
gains the profit would have been over 
$500.

Many Important Matters Came np 
For Consideration. Last Week. 

The K. S. A. C. Board of Regents 
was in session last week and found 
themselves confronted with a large 
amount of matter that needed wise 
and careful conlsderation. Much of 
the work was gone through but some 
things were left over which the 
Board had desired to clear up at this 
meeting. The members present 
were President Blackburn, Capper, 
Sponsler, Taylor and Blodgett. 

Perhaps the most important Item 
was the revision of the courses of 
study. The revision had been care- 
fully worked out and adopted by 
the Faculty, but it remained for 
the Regents to take the final action 
before they could become effective. 
These new courses will displace the 
old one beginning next fall. 

The distinctive feature of the re- 
vision was in putting the industrial 
work into the sub-freshman . year 
where It has never before appeared 
in the curriculum. Heretofore the 
boys who have come here have never 
had the opportunity of taking any in- 
dustrial work until the freshman 
year and many of them found the 
purely cultural . work not to their 
liking and dropped out before they 
could be interested in the work. The 
revision articulated the courses in 
the preparatory work of the school 
with the country schools of the state 
and the high school work with the 
end of the sophomore year. There 
will be the same number of cours- 
es as formerly. 

Department appropriations, pro- 
motion in rank and salary are mat- 
ters which the Board did not have 
time to consider fully. These will 
come up at the June meeting. 

The electives of all the courses 
have been . ouped so that the col- 
lege will turn out teachers for the 
high schools of Kansas. Especially 
will teachers of agriculture and the 
science branches. 

The contract was let for six green- 
houses to be built north of .the Hor- 
ticultural building. J. C. Monlnger 
of Chicago has the general contract, 
WiUlam Stlngley of Manhattan will 
build the foundations and Hull and 
Son will install the heating apparat- 
us. 

R. G. Taylor, graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas was elected Instruc- 
tor in History. He has been teacher 
In the Hiawatha, Kan., high school. 

The bond of Mr. Stlngley who is 
building the gymnasium was accept- 
ed yesterday and the bondsmen are 
J. B. Floersch, A. M. Floersch, S. N. 
Higinbotham, J. G. Colt, H. S. Will- 
ard . 

The Mechanical engineering de- 
partment as it now exists was divided 
into three divisions, viz; Experiment- 
al and Power Engineering; Sanitary 
Engineering and Steam and Gas Eng- 
ineering 

Prof; J. W. Searson, Professor of 
English at the State Normal School 
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of Nebraska was selected Associate 
Professor of English, to lay especial 
stress on Rhetoric and Composition. 
Professor Searson Is a graduate of 
the University of Nebraska and has 
had seven years' experience In teach- 
ing English. In addition to his Eng- 
lish work Professor Searson has con- 
ducted a course In journalism at the 
State Normal School wlht a large 
enrollment of students and served 
on the committee which had super- 
vision of debating work in all the 
high schools of the state for a num- 
ber of years. Dr. Brink will remain 
at the head of the Department of 
English and will continue his work as 
dean and assistant to the President. 
Professor Searson will have immedi- 
ate oversight of the sub-freshman 
and freshman work In English, un- 
der the direction of the head of the 
Department. 



SOME NEW FOOTBALL RULES. 



Not Yet Adopted Bnt Show the Way 
the Committee Leans. 

The inter-collegiate football com- 
mittee, which has been In session in 
New York, adjourned Saturday with- 
out making the final copy of the '10 
rules. This happens to be the year 
In the history of 'football designated 
as the crisis. Everyone who has 
compiled statistics on the number of 
thumbs broken last year has decided 
that there must be a radical revision 
of the rules or the game is doomed. 
From the revisions recommended at 
this meeting there can be no doubt 
that the final revision will be most 
radical. The final meeting to adopt 
the next year's rules will be held in 
the Quaker town April 29. 

The proposed changes as drawn up 
at this meeting are all aimed at the 
elimination of the mass play. They 
are as follows: 

1 — Removal of the 5 -yard restric- 
tion on the player who receives the 
ball from the snap back. 

2 — A requirement that seven men 
be maintained by the offense on the 
line of scrimmage. 

3 — Prohibition of the flying tackle. 
4 — Division of the game into four 
periods of 15 minutes each. 

5— No pushing or pulling of the | 
runner to be allowed. | 

6 — Limitation of the on-side kick 
to twenty yards beyond the line of 
scrimmage. 

The first change will give the quar- 
terback much larger opportunities to 
make good runs; will offer an op- 
portunity for quicker plays, and will 
create a need for the exercise of more 
strategy. 

The second change will prevent 
the drawing back of linemen for of- 
fensive plays, and Is a direct blow at 
mass plays. 

Under the fourth clause is another 
division directing that a player com- 
pelled to leave the game may return 
during a subsequent quarter If he re- 
covers sufficiently. It will be neces- 
sary to prevent abuse of this rule, 
such as, for example, the possible 
withdrawal of an entire team in fav- 
or of fresh men, the men withdrawn 
to have the privilege of returning. 
In any event no player will be al- 
lowed to return more than once. 

The sixth change prescribes that 
an on-side kick must advance the 
ball twenty yards from the line of 
scrimmage. That is if the ball strikes 
the ground short of twenty yards, 
the offenie becomes offside. 



With so many ground gainers tak- 
en from the offense, the committee 
have considerable methods by which 
the offense may be strengthened, bal- 
ancing the new opportunities of de- 
fense. 

The first plan contains two main 
features — (1) — limitation of the for- 
ward pass to territory behind the 
line of scrimmage; (2) — limitation 
of the width of scrimmage lines. 
These two provisions of plan 1 cohere 
in a general design to make forward 
passes and quarter back runs better 
ground gainers. It is probable that 
the distance to be gained will be rais- 
ed* to fifteen yards in three downs, 
with a possibility that less distance 
will be required as the goal line is 
reached, or that four downs, instead 
of three, will be allowed, with the 
same gain required. 

Many other points were discussed, 
such as whether the kickoff shall be 
retained, and whether goals shall be 
kicked after touchdowns have been 
made, were not settled. Decision on 
such details depend on the general 
Btyle of play ultimately adopted. 
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Y. M. C. A. Notes. 

Thursday evening, March 31 will 
be the instalatlon of officers' of the 
Association for the coming year. The 
new year in association work the 
country-over-begins April 1, and with 
us comes just at the beginning of the 
spring term.

ATHLETIC PIEIJ> FOR AGGIES, 
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HAMP-IO EGO ROAST. 



K. S. A. C. Board Gives 12 Acres for 
Diamond and Gridiron. 

Beginning next fall the Kansas 
Aggies at Manhattan will have an 
athletic field all their own. At the 
meeting of the Board of Regents last 
week a tract of 1000 by 600 feet was 
set aside on the College campus west 
of the new gymnasium for athletic 
purposes. An appropriation of $5,- 
000 is available for Its Improvement 
but since this is not sufficient to meet 
the expenses of grading, draining and 
providing the necessary grand stand 
and bleachers the Alumni will be 
called upon to furnish the additional 
amount required. 

The College has never had an ath- 
letic field of their own, and have 
been staging all their contests in Ath- 
letic Park, a tract belonging to the 
city, but improved by the College ath- 
letic association. This field of twelve 
acres on the campus will provide 
ample room for a baseball diamond, 
football field and tennis courts. A 
quarter mile running track will en- 
circle the gridiron which will be the 
spring training ground for the track 
team.

No Reason Why Athletic Field Can- 
not be Properly Equipped. 

The big move to equip the new 
athletic park is now on foot and all 
the effort and energy possible will 
chosen a committee who will outline 
prise in the shortest possible time. 
In order to make an aggressive cam- 
paign the athletic assotiatlon has 
ahosen a tommittee who will outline 
the work in -a systematized manner 
and urge every member of the large 
K. S. A. C. family to heartily support 
their efforts. By means of circular 
letters and other means of communi- 
cation, this committee will get in 
9 touch with each alumnuB. A mini- 
mum estimate of the number of peo- 
ple that will be reached In this way 
is about 1300. 

This does not mean however, that 
the burden and expense of equipping 
the new field will rest upon the shoul- 
ders of 1300 people only. The $5000 
appropriation by the last legislature 
will aid In this big expense but only 
in a small way. 

Because of the natural slope of 
the site selected, grading and filling 
will involve the first expense which 
will be a large one. Stop to consider 
the cost of this kind of work and 
you will see that a conservative esti- 
mate of $5000 will not complete this 
phase of the work. Merely grading 
the field Is a small part of the work 
yet we must meet the additional ex- 
pense and this will have to be borne 
largely by the students and alumni. 
We feel justified in appealing to 
all of these graduates and students 
because we believe that their inter- 
est in the institution and her athlet- 
ics will prompt each one to regard 
this matter as a duty. 

The work is not advanced far 
enough to make a definite estimate 
of the amount of money needed but 
it is safe to say that the committee 
will accept anything up to the mil- 
" Hon mark. Suppose each alumnus 
would subscribe $10.00 per month 
for one year. This alone would not 
insure athletics next year but In ad- 
dition to the funds secured from oth- 
er sources the work would look very 
encouraging. 

A keen interest seems to be spring- 
ing up among the student body and 
the business men and other citizens 
of Manhattan are not slow in Inti- 
mating their support may be relied 
upon. This support that we are talk- 
ing about does not mean a hearty 
slap on the shoulder together with 
an exclamation of "we're all for it 
old man, push hard," but it means 
that every one will have to start the 
ball to rolling with hard cash. The 
standard of K. S. A. C. athletics in 
the future depends upon your will- 
ingness to make this big enterprise 
a success. 

Are you a booster? If you are, 
now is your chance; If you are not, 
now Is the time to be one. The 
alumni will never have a better or 
bigger opportunity to support their 



Alma Mater. If you are willing to 
work, get in on the ground floor and 
let the athletic committee and the 
Herald cooperate and work in uni- 
son.

IIOKTH SKK NEW MACHINES. 



A New Method of Spraying Was Wit- 
nessed at Tonganoxle. 

Ass start J. C. Cunningham was 
the chaperon for a hunch of Hort 
students that descended upon Ton- 
ganoxle Monday. The students in 
the liariy were D. E. Lewis, H. \V, 
Gore, K. £ Manney, Van Smith,. 
Gene Blair, and Loren Fowler 1 iie 
purpose of the visit was to inspect 
the spraying plant, that has been 
perfected by Mr. Richardson, the 
manager of toe Missouri Valley Or- 
chard company. 

This company has an eight hun- 
dred acre orchard located four miles 
northwest of Tonganoxle and the 
machine was being used to spray this 
Rimense tract. 

The compressed air method is 
used and the central plant consists 
of an air compressor, steam boiler 
and a gasoline engine to run the 
compressor. All sprays are mixed 
at the central point and taken to the 
orchard in the spray wagons. These 
wagons have two tanks mounted on 
them, one for the compressed air, 
the other for the spray. They oper- 
ate under about one hundred and 
fifty pounds of pressure and carry 
six leads of hose. Mr. Richardson 
uses three wagons and can spray, 
under favorable conditions, about 
fifty acres per day. The class were 
very much interested and feel well 
repaid for the trip. They returned 
Monday night.

bers of the board of instruction and 
those who are doing the talking are 
not accomplishing anything com- 
mendable. If these students have 
the courage of their convictions they 
will put themselves on record before 
the proper authorities and not say 
things idly Just for the pleasure of 
hearing themselves talk.

The Student Councfl has appar- 
ently accomplished more this past 
term than the one preceeding it and 
yet there is a call for more activity 
from the students. The constituen- 
cy of a member of the Council Is 
restless and must see results in or- 
der to believe that any good is being 
accomplished and on this account 
many hold the above opinion. The 
Council Is growing in strength both 
with Faculty and student and it is 
to be hoped that wholesome think- 
ers will continue in office with that 
body. 

Some of the members of the Coun- 
cil have held back for fear of criti- 
cism but they receive it bfecause 
they are holding back. They are in 
a position to act and must do so if 
they are to give the greatest satisfac- 
tion. The organization Is a clearing 
house for student ideas, and if the 
members do not act upon proposed 
plans they are held for criticism. 

An office on the Student Council Is 
not desired by many students for it 
puts them in this position of double 
criticism, yet if the College is to 
have the benefit of such -an organi- 
zation some must make the sacrifice 
of serving. It gives the student an 
opportunity of testing his Judgment 
as well as his mettle and those who 
sit back and knock In the anvil chorus 
would do well to take a step which 
would put them in this prominent 
position that they might hear this 
music from the stage, which they 
have been helping to produce.

President Waters Discusses Curricu- 
lum in Chapel. 

President Waters gave a talk In 
chapel Wednesday on the new cours- 
es, and the way they would affect 
the students. He plans to go over 
the courses with the various classe*. 
soon and explain their workings in 
detail. All of the details have not 
as yet been fully worked out. 

The present Juniors will graduate 
under the old course slightly modi- 
fied. The present sophomores will 
graduate unuder a course that has 
been somewhat modified. The pres- 
ent freshman will graduate under a 
course that has been as much mod- 
ified as possible. For the present 
sub-freshman class It is recommend- 
ed that they start on the new course 
and take the second year of sub- 
freshman work. But if they are 
straight with the course at the end 
of this year and so desire, they may 
graduate In four years more. This 
is in line with the well established 
principle that when a student enters 
a college the course he chooses must 
not be radically changed in the work 
that lies between him and his de- 
gree. 

It will take time to introduce the 
new courses and they will be work- 
ed in with as little hardship as pos- 
sible on the students. 

In speaking of the reason for the 
change. President Waters said in 
part: "Modern education is progress- 
ing. A system of education that is 
not constantly adjusted to the needs 
of the people Is a dead system. And 
an Institution that does not adjust 
its courses of study to the needs of 
its students is not alive to their best 
interests. 

"Any course of study is a com- 
promise between the needs of the 
two kinds of people that the college 
authorities must consider. First 
they must consider the great mass of 
students who stay for a term or two 
and then drop out and take up their 
part of the world's work. Second 
they must consider those who will 
continue their course and graduate. 
These two classes are found in every 
institution. 

"And so I say that any course of 
study is a compromise. And any- 
thing that is a compromise is im- 
perfect. Being Imperfect it should 
be constantly changed. Courses of 
study will always be changed. Fifty 
years from now they will be chang- 
ing. 

"This is not the only institution 
that is changing its courses. Har- 
vard is making some of the most 
radical changes of recent times. They, ♦ 
like us, are doing this to keep up 
with the trend of moderrf education."

G. C. Croyle will add to the contents 
of this letter by furnishing a plan 
of the entire field. It is the inten- 
tion of the committee to present the 
contents of this letter in a way that 
any one who contributes to this fund 
will know just how much money will 
be needed and what will be done with 
it. 

Other members of the committee 
will take up the work with various 
organizations and individuals of the 
College and the city of Manhattan.

MILLER TALKS TO PRINTERS. 
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Gave an Interesting Address Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. W. E. Miller, editor of the 
St. Marys Star, spoke to the students 
In printing Friday afternoon. Mr. I 
Miller was a student in this College 
twelve or fifteen years ago and the 
Printing Department as he found it 
was much different from the one in 
which he had been theoretically 
placed over the superintendent's 
knee. 

He gave the students an interest- 
ing dissertation upon the experiences 
he had had and the conclusions he 
had reached during eighteen or nine- 
teen years of newspaper work. 

"Printing as an industry holds 
fifth place," said Mr. Miller. "While 
as an institution, it is third; the 
church and school being first and 
second.'* 

His remarks bore directly upon the 
management of newspaper offices, 
with special emphasis upon newspa- 
per ethics, and the necessity of broad 
and varied knowledge for successful 
newspaper work.

A LEARNED ADDRESS. 

President Waters Addressed the So- 
cialist Club Monday Night. 

"At the present rate of Increase of 
population, the U. S. will, in fifty 
years, number approximately two 
hundred millions of people. We have 
ever been an export nation and have 
never been forced to face the im- 
portant problem of food supply. With 
this increase in our numbers it is 
evident to many that our attention 
will necessarily be directed toward 
our ability as food producers." This 
Is the theme of a talk given by Pres. 
H. J: Waters before the Socialist 



Study Cluh Monday evening, April 
11. He cited us to the countries of 
Switzerland and Belgium; they have 
from their very smallness and de- 
pendence on other nations for their 
food supply been compelled to take 
steps to make themselves economic- 
ally independent so we find in those 
countries the best talent upon the land 
as food producers. 

President Waters informed us that 
the balance of trade would this year 
show a large decrease for the U. S. 
and that as a nation we are now ac- 
tually importing wheat, and will soon 
import beef, from the South Americ- 
an countries. He described a circle 
on the map of the U. S. enclosing 
the largest productive area in the 
world. This included portions of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin. 
Minnesota, the Dakotas, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Iowa, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Arkansas and Kentucky, and 
left the question with us whether or 
not this great region would not soon, 



in the face of the increase in its 
population, be taxed to its utmoBt 
capacity 10 supply the food for its 
own people. 

The president attributed the great- 
ly increased consumption of f^ood 
products to the greater demands of 
the individual rather than to the 
increased population. "The more 
white bread a man eats the more 
civilized and enlightened he be- 
comes," was the essence of his dis- 
cussion of the individual and his di- 
rect influence on the food supply. 

The room was well filled and all 
present enjoyed the instructive and 
entertaining lecture by Pres. Wa- 
ters. The club meets every Monday 
vening in F 56 for the discussion of 
economic Questions and every one is 
cordially invited to attend. At the 
next meeting, April 18, Rev. W. T. 
McLain will address the club.

Some who have done considerable 
thinking along the line covered by 
the above questions have decided 
that there is not sufficient apprecia- 
tion of good English on the part of 
society members. 

Allowing this decison as true, puts 
a serious fice on the question derived 
from the group above. Since a ma- 
jority of the society members are 
upper classmen It would appear that 
this part of their education had been 
neglected. Yet when called upon to 
write a paper they are able to do so 
ver creditably. 

They have learned the details as 
found in grammar, composition and 
rhetoric and their productions are 
generally not to be sneered at. And 
still a program of good selections is 
criticised for its dryness. Light friv- 
olous papers usually call forth the 
most applause and the deeper thinker 
Is not apt to include many of his 
deeper thoughts when he, himself, 
is scheduled for appearance on the 
program. 

The answer to the questions comes 
as an expression of the idea that 
there is net sufficent inspiration for 
or appreciation of higher English. 
This defect would necessarily be 
found in the very spot from which 
this Inspiration and appreciation 
should radiate. English is a live 
language and those who are just 
learning to love its masterpieces 
through the inspiration received in , 
the simpler study pursued In the tow- 
er classes should not be daily com- 
pelled to listen to its obsequies de- 
livered un ler the title of higher Eng- 
lish.

The following is taken from an ad- 
dress at Kansas University by Rich- 
ard C. MnoLaurin, president of the 
Massachusetts Intsitute of Technolo- 
gy: 

"Some speak as if the test of cul- 
ture were the knowledge of Latin, 
or of Greek, or of French literature, 
or of Italian painting, or of what not. 
As a matter of fact it 1b none of these 
thingB, for I take it' that the root of 
culture In any worthy sense of that 
word Is the possession of an ideal that 
Is broad enough to form the basis of 
a sane criticism of life. I hope that 
I need not turn aside to demonstrate 
the competency of Bdence to present 
such an Ideal. I willingly admit that 
some such ideal may be reached by 
various paths, throuvh the study of 
literature, cr of art, or of science. 
I should be the last to suggest that 
these are rival or mutuall yexclusive 
pursuits or that anyone can Justly 
claim a monopoly of culture. 

"To know the best that has been 
said in literature and use this as a 
touchstone In the criticism of the 
life of today, or to reach through 
art the ideal of perfection In form 
and color and make this broad 
enough to embrace life as a whole — 
each opens a promising avenue to 
culture. But how can a criticism of 
life be broadly enough based today 
unless the main results of scientific 
investigation lie at its roots and the 
method and the spirit of science be 
in the atmosphere that surrounds 
It? It cannot, I think, be broad 
enough, unless we greatly exaggerate 
the part that science has played and 
Is playing in the modern world. And 
I do not think that we exaggerate 
it, for practically all must recognize 
that there are few Important prob- 
lems of life today that science does 
not touch nnd touch most closely. 

Th's being the case, can a school 
be declared efficient that fails to 
give its students a vision and a grasp 
of the scientific ideal — an ideal that 
will guide them in the solution of all 
the complex problems that face Indi- 
viduals and face the state?"

COL.L.KGKS BREED CRIME. 

Graduates Most Lawless Element of 

Society, Say Alumni. 

A report to be submitted to the 
Oberlln, O., Association of Illinois 
at its annual meeting in Chicago at 
an early date charges the college 
bred man with being the most law- 
less element of modern society. The' 
report has been compiled by an Ob- 
erlln alumni committee of Chicago- 
ans and the data has been collected 
from all over the United States. 

The general Indictment Is two fold. 
It accuses college men of being know- 
ing breakers of the law and of being 
indifferent when they see the law be- 
ing broken by others. Among the spe- 
cific findings of the committee are the 
following: 

It was found that many college 
men elected to office In city, state and 
nation, after taking an oath to en- 
force the law of the land, are violat- 
ing their oaths by not enforcing cer- 
tain laws on our statute books. 

It was found that many college 
and university men in Chicago be- 
long to clubs where the members 
have kept the bar, of these clubs «&- 
en on Sunday contrary to the crim- 
inal code of Illinois. 

It was found that In many Instan- 
ces college men are the men expect- 
ed to prepare Immunity baths for 
delinquent and lawless citizens. 

It was found that many college 
men are afraid to protect against law- 
lessness for fear such protest may 
Injure their business or their pros- 
pects of being elected to some office."

called attention to the success of the 
tariff commissions in Germany, Ja- 
pan and other foreign countries. 
"We have able precedents both at 
home and abroad for the establish- 
ment of this commission. We can- 
not safely disregard the experiences 
of the past. If great business hous- 
es were conducted as loosely as pur 
tariff making they would soon gq to 
pieces." 

H. F. McKipley was the second 
speaker for the negative. He sppke 
of the danger of complicating pur 
present method of tariff making. 
This would tend to make our tariff 
legislation much slower. He said in 
part: 

"A tariff commission Is both un- 
constitutional and undesirable- Tt 
would be farther removed from the

Each speaker was allowed fifteen 
minutes and seven minutes were al- 
lowed for the rebuttal speeches. 

Professor Kammeyer presided.

The first speaker on the affirma- 
tive was Mr. P. C. VI lander. He 
spoke of the general advantages of 
a permanent tariff commission and 
the weakness of our present meth- 
od of making tariff laws.

''The sooner the curtain is dropp- 
ed down or. our present method of 
making tariff laws the better. The 
majority of our present congressmen 
have good intentions but they lack 
the necessary knowledge of tariff 
matters. This knowledge should be 
furnished by experts. The tariff 
commission idea is a progressive 
measure. It would tend to eradicate 
graft." 

The first speaker on the negative 
was Mr. R. T. McCluggaget' He 
said in part: 

"No agency like a tariff commis- 
sion is needed. The tariff Is essen- 
tially a political measure. 

"A tariff commission tends to de- 
lay tariff legislation. Commissions 
move too slow. The tariff commis- 
sion of France worked five years on 
their report, the German commission 
six years. The reports are thus out 
Of date and the information stale 
and unwholesome. 

"A tariff commission may be form- 
ed to fix rates, to collect informa- 
tion, or to make investigations. It 
makes no difference what kind you 
have, it does not lessen the chances 
for corruption. A tariff commission 
is unnecessary-" 

L. C. Christie was the second af- 
firmative speaker. He spoke of the 
different commissions such as the 
Civil Service and the Interstate Com- 
merce that had been successful. He 



"Congress must have facts of its 
own. If it does not, how can it dis- 
criminate between the information 



efficiency than the permanent, be- 
cause of greater harmony with Con- 
gress. 

"A temporary commission could dp 
the work just as well as a perma- 
nent commission and then business 
would be free, some of the time., 
from the distraction of tariff work 
The people are opposed to constant 
tariff tinkering and yet thiB is just 
what a tariff commission would bring 
about. Constant Investigation is un- 
necessary." 

R. T. McCluggage had the closing 
speech for the negative and P. Ct. 
Vilander for the affirmative. 

The decision of the judges was 
unanimous in favor of the affirma- 
tive.

Results are beginning to show up in 
an encouraging manner now that the 
alumni are beginning to come across 
with the coin. "Swud" always was 
an enthusiast in athletics and we are 
not surprised that he is the first on 
the firing line with his cash and old 
time spirit. 

Some interesting data concerning 
the new park has been compiled by 
Dean McCormick and various mem- 
bers of the athletic park committee. 
To make a permanent and efficient 
field it will be necessary to run a 
concrete tunnel diagonally across the 
field beginning at a point where a 
deep slough intersects the field and 
running to the road on the south 
side. In order that sufficient drain- 
age may be secured in this manner 
this tunnel or sewer will have to be 
of not less than four feet square and 
be constructed of concrete material.

lower than the present surface of the 
extreme of the southwest corner, it 
will be necessary to fill in 50,000 
cubic yards of dirt. Thirty thousand 
cubic yards of dirt will be available 
from a'n excavation that will neces- 
sarily be made in the field thus leav- 
ing about 20,000 cubic 1 yards to be 
hauled in from some other source. 
It was hoped that the large pile of 
dirt excavated from the new Gym 
site would be available for the 
fields, but the city is now plan- 
ning to use this dirt for various pur- 
poses. 

To put the field in the above de- 
scibed condition will cost about $10,- 
000. The cost of completing the en- 
tire equipment including grand 
stands, bleachers, a concrete wall 
enclosing the entire field, baseball 
field, football field, and several ten- 
nis courts, will vary according to 
the construction. 

The present plans are to enclose 



the field within a concrete fence 
about eight and one-half feet high. 
This means about three thousand feet 
of concrete fencing. The probable 
cost of sueh a fence would be abou~ 
$2 a running foot. The field run3 
five hundied feet north and south 
and one thousand feet east and west, 
thus extending to within one hundred 
feet of the Domestic Science building 
which is tht east limit. 

The size of the grand stand will 
vary according to the amount of 
money that Is left. The bleachera 
will be made of steel and so arrang- 
ed that they will rest on concrete 
footing and It will be possible -to re- 
verse them so that they may face 
the play grounds from any side of 
the park.

"First view of Pikes Peak to the 
left" shouts the conductor, soon after 
leaving Limon, Colorado, still ninety 
miles out en the plains from the 
mountains. And many of the Cas- 
cade delegates see their first moun- 
tain, a peaked, grayish blue cloud, 
farther away than any earthly object 
they have ever seen before.. 

Three hours later the train rolls 
into the mile high city of Denver, a 
dozen mi lea from the mountains. A 
further run of three hours, skirting 
the eastern edge of the mountains 
with ever changing scenery, carries 
the delegation up to Palmer Lake — 
the divide between northern and 
southern Colorado and then drops 
him down at Colorado Springs, the 
famous tourist resort. There is time 
for a run out to Colorado College, 
the eampu.3 of which is said to have 
the most ideal location of any in 
the world except that of Roberts Col- 
lege, Constantinople; a look at the 
Antlers, the richest hotel in the 
Rocky . Mountain region; and a 
glimpse of the summit house which 
can be seen with the naked eye, fif- 
teen miles away on the summit of 
Pikes Peak. Colorado Springs is at 
the {oot.of the mountains which to*v- 
er up a mile and a half higher than 
the city, with Pikes Peak the center 
of the picture. 

From Colorado Springs the train 
passes through Colorado City and 
Manitou , w hich are really all one 
city with the Springs. Manitou is 
neatled in the foothills at the mouth 
of the canyon, and is the place of the 
famous "bubble" water which comes 
up in large soda springs. The cog 
road station can be seen from the 
car window, and also the remarkable 
incline railway to the top of Mt. Man- 
itou, which ascends a half a mile 
high in a distance of a mile and a 
quarter. 

Now the railroad begins to climb 
the mountains in earnest. Follow- 
ing the famous lite pass, it ascends 
two hundred feet to the mile, and 
paeses through seven tunnels ;n che 
five miles between Manitou and Cas- 
cade. The walls o fthe gorge are 
perpendicular walls of rock, over a 
thousand feet high, and there is 
some of the very finest scenery in 
the state in this short ride. 

At Cascade, 7500 feet above sea 
level, the valley opens up. The lit- 
tle town of Cascade is located at 
the juncture of two mountain 
streams, one of which tumbles down 
the mountains back of the Ramona 
Hotel for two thousnad feet in a 
continuous Cascade and so gives the 
name to the place. The Hotel it- 
self is one of the finest in the Rocky 
Mountains region and is used as the 
headquarters for the conference. All 
around ar^ nooks and corners among

A SENIOR CLASS STONE? 



Why Not Contribute to the Athletic 
Field Equipment? 

More or less comment heard re- 
cently among the senior students In- 
dicates that these people are inter- 
ested in giving the athletic campaign 
a large and substantial boost. To 
do this without too much sacrifice 
would probably necessitate the act 
of abolishing the old custom here of 
placing a class stone in some of the 
buildings or some similar stunt. Such 
an action would probably arouse a 
good deal of antagonism on the part 
of a good many who have not taken 
Euch a step under advisement. Nev- 
ertheless just now would seem to be 
an opportune time to modify this cus- 
tom so that it will be recognized with 
more significance and stand for more 
than it has in the past. 

Such a custom does not prevail 
in the majority of the colleges and 
universities. In a great many places 
it is the custom of the senior class 
upon graduation to beautify the cam- 
pus in a way that their memorial will 
he of real benefit. What does a class 
memorial mean? It should be a sym- 
bol that stands for some significant 
event or marks some mile stone in 
the record of the history of the col- 
lege. It should represent a class spir- 
it that may be pointed to with pride 
in the future. Does a stone two or 
three feet square with numearls en- 
graved upon it, answer these ques- 
tions satisfactorily? What will it 
suggest to you when you see it Ave 
or ten years from now? 

Looking at this matter from an- 
other standpoint, does it appeal to 
you as being logical? It does not sig- 
nify that you were instrumental in 
or had any thing to do with the con- 
struction of the building that con- 
tains your class stone. About all the 
meaning that it can convey is that 
the building was In the- process of 
construction the year that designates 
your graduation and the Board of 
Regents were kind enough to permit 
you to fill a space about two feet 
square in one of the walls, or per- 
haps you won this privilege from 
some other class by tactics known 
only t;o yourselves. 

Furthermore, what assurance have 
you that you will be permitted to 
continue this custom? This institu- 
tion is broadening its field of work 
and seeking to set a rapid and pro- 
gressive pace. If it is to be success- 
ful the students must not lag behind 
in spirit and action. 
* Within a few weeks the members 
of the 1910 class will in a way, sev- 
er their closest relationship with K. 
S. A. C. and right now la the time 
to answer this question, "What me- 
morial may we leave here that will 
represent the spirit that is charac- 
teristic of the class?" There are 
many avenues that seem to lead to 
a solution of this problem. Among 
these is the new athletic field. Does 
it not apepal to you as strongly as 



any other course? There are many 
mays of contributing substantial aid 
to this project, and there are just 
as many ways of recognizing each 
contrlbuter. 

Upon first thought these Ideas sug- 
gest themselves. The bleachers will 
be built In sections as the money be- 
comes available. Would you like to 
build one of these structural steel 
bleachers? If this does not appeal to 
you perhaps you would rather con- 
tribute a sum of money to the gen- 
eral fund and have your numerals in- 
scribed on a large tablet to be placed 
in the fence surrounding the field. Of 
course if the field is inclosed within 
a fence there will necessarily be a 
few gates. What would be more 
appropriate than a class gate as a 
memorial? We realize that any one 
of these ideas if carried out would 
cost a good deal of money. If the 
class, however, retains an organiza- 
tion this difficulty might easily be 
cleared away within a year. 

Are you willing to boost the cam- 
paign in this manner? Let us hear 
from you.

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(Continued From First Page) 
the rocks and evergreen that beggar 
the description of the poet. 

The ambitious will soon climb to 
the top of the mountains back of the 
hotel and there view the snowy top 
of Pikes Peak, and catch the cool 
breeze which comes down in the warm 
June sun an an invitation to climb 
to the summit. But it is eighteen 
miles away and the trip up the Peak 
Is reserved until the conference is 
over. 

From Cascade, afternoon hikes can 
be made to points of interest In all 
directions. Five miles further up the 
pass is Green Mountain Falls, near 
the top of which masses of snow 
and ice will make walking a ticklish 
business even late in June, while 
the stream dashes down headlong 
below. 

The hike down to Manitou by road 
or by the old Ute Pass Indian trial 
takes but an hour, and from there 
are innumerable side trips. Every 
one visits the Narrows and Williams 
Canyon, a Grand Canyon on a re- 
duced scale, only half an hour's walk 
form Manitou. In this Canyon is the 
wonderful Cave of the Winds, .with 
its brilliant electrical display. This 
cave connects with the Grand Cav- 
ern by a low passage way where lean 
people crawl through on hands and 
knees and fat people cannot crawl 
through. To the half way house in 
the other direction up the cog road 
takes but a little over an hour from 
Manitou and there may be time to 
walk on to Lake Moraine, the source 
of the water supply for Colorado 
Springs, at the base of Pikes Peak. 

Only an hour's walk from Manitou 
is the Garden of the Gods, with its 
great rock architecture; rocks that 
tower over 400 feet high and form- 
ing a great gateway for the road, 
with Pikes Peak as bankground. 
Climb up the crack to the top of 
the rock and you will get a splendid 
view across the mesa which is the 
great auto Bpeedway, to Colorado 
Springs, four miles away. 

On a couple of miles further, at 
the mouth of Queen's Canyon, is 
Glen Eyrio, the castle home of the 
late General Palmer, who was one 
of the great builders of Colorado 
and who founded Colorado Springs 
and Colorado College. He picked 
out this spot as h's choice in all the 
world to live, and visitors will agree 
thac his taste was good. 

A street car ride will take one 
from Manitou to Colorado Springs, 
and a transfer to Stratton Park at 
the foot of the Cheyenne Canyons. 
Up South Cheyenne Canyon are the 
beautiful Seven Falls, and the grave 
of the western poet, Helen Hunt 
Jackson. Up North Cheyenne Can 
yon. is Bruinn Inn, a favorite spot 
for Colorado College suppers and pic- 
nics. From Bruinn Inn the High 



Drive goes over the ridge and down 
into Bear Creek Canyon to Colorado 
City, one of the most popular trips 
with the tourists. The Cripple Creek 
Short Line — called the layer cake 
road because of its winding elevations 
of track, passes Bruinn Inn, and re- 
minds one of another trip that should 
be taken to the famous gold camp 
forty-five miles over in the moun- 
tains. 

Those who think that nothing can 
beat the prairies can enjoy both the 
prairies and the mountains, for Cas- 
cade is on the edge of the moun- 
tains, and from all around can be 
obtained wonderful views out over 
the plains. One can see a hundred 
miles East over the rolling prairies 
beyond Colorado Springs; up to Den- 
ver oh the north; and Bouth past 
Pueblo to the Spanish Peaks, far 
down by the New Mexico border, one 
hundred and twenty miles away. And 
from Pikes Peak the view adds a 
radius of two hundred miles of wes- 
tern scenery, over to the San Luis 
Valley, the Wet Mountains and the 
Snowy range and the Continental di- 
vide, while Cripple Creek nestles 
close to the base. 

One must not neglect a view from 
the mountains by night. From the 
upper end of the Mt. Manitou incline, 
the rails leap out in glistening lines 
for a few feet under the electric light. 
Then they drop out of sight, and 
nothing can be seen in 
the inky blackness below except a 
fairyland of electric lights that mark 
the outlines of the cities of Colorado 
Springs, Colorado City and Manitou. 
Or if it be a moonlight night there 
is a new treat, for the Colorado moon 
doeb not contend with smoke and 
heavy air. It makes out of the plain 
a great shining sea, lapping at the 
base of the mountains. No one can 
describe the Colorado moonlight, rt 
has a quality all its own, and no Col- 
orado song or poem is complete with- 
out Its "silvery moon." 

Cascade will give many people 
their first experience above the 
clouds. The hotel will often he en- 
veloped in clouds when a half hour's 
climb will bring one up into the 
bright sunshine, and a billowy sea of 
clouds will lie sun capped at his feet. 
In short Cascade is at the heart 
of the grandest scenery and finest 
views of che Rockies. There are few 
spots in the country that offer great- 
er attractions to vacation , seekers 
than Cascade, and all this is open u» 
those who join this year's delegation 
from K. S. A. C. 

But grander than the scenery and 
finer than the views is the exhill- 
ration that one gets In the mountains 
as nowhere else. There is a stimu- 
lation and a buoyancy that make's liv- 
ing a joy. It sunshines every day 
throughout the year in Colorado, and 
there where the pines murmur the 
Cascades dash, the snow glistens and 
nature displays at once her boldest

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Kansas Has Banner Delegation at 

Cascade. 

A great many prospective dele- 
gates have been wondering just what 
Is the nature of the summer confer- 
ence, and It Is the purpose of this 
article, to explain what took place 
there, last year. 

Those who were fortunate enough 
to get "first table" tickets, assembled 
In the big dining room of the Ramo- 
na hotel at 7 o'clock. A half hour 
later all who cared to, met in a near- 
by parlor for the normal training 
group under the efficient leadership 
of Dr. Penfleld of New York. Follow- 
ing this hour, the delegates went to 
the bible class of their choice where 
they spent a very profitable hour.

"How about your habits." Mr. Sweet 
of Denver, spoke on "The Place of 
the Christian Laymen." "Dad" El- 
liott was very much in evidence and 
helped us much by his talks on col- 
lege problems. Dr. Howard Agnew, 
Johnson of Colorado Springs is speak- 
ing on "Personal Work" said: "The 
measure of your value in the world 
is the degree to which you are al- 
lowing God to use you." Mr, Mur- 
ray of the Missionary Department of 
the International Commission in 

non- 
christian lands for western educa- 
tion, said: "The non-christian lands 
may be easily molded now, but in a 
generation they may be rigid. If 
they are won to Christ it must be 
done in this generation." 

It is hard to imagine a thing which 
would give more inspiration than to 
sit at the feet of these men who have 
had so much experience with college 
men.fl The personal interviews count 
for much in value received. Tou 
will always And the leaders glad to 
talk over with you any of your life 
problems, and those who take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity are the 
ones who get the most from the con- 
ference.

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STUNT NIGHT AT CASCADE. 



I U>ni in ds One of Society Demonstra- 
tions at Oratorical Contest* 

If any one imagines that Chris- 
tianity frowns upon merry making, 
let him read the following chronicle 
of stunt night at Cascade last year. 

The Kanris delegation, 120 strong, 
met in a large room of the Ram on a 
hotel just after supper on stunt night 
ond worked up the stuntB which were 
to make Kansas famous that night. 
About eight o'clock we marched out 
of the hotel, in double column, to 
the auditorium. As we marched we 
Bang to the tune of Ta-ra-ra-ra-boom 
de-a the following: 

Mush and milk and sunflower seed, 
Thats the stuff on which .we feed, 
We're the hot stuff of creation, 
We're the Kansas delegation. 
Cho. Rock chalk Jay Hawk, K. 
S. U. etc. 

After the delegations had yelled 
themselves hoarse, the chairman rap- 
ped for order and after a few brief 
remarks, Nebraska was called upon 
for her demonstration. One of the 
canvass curtains which enclosed the 
auditorium was raised (just behind 
the platform ( and we could Bee some 
lights, presumably camp-fires near a 
large pine tree. Presently an old bear 
appeared; then two or three cubs 
came up, then some more cubs came 
making about a dozen in all and fin- 
ally another old bear. Presently the 
dark figure of a man appeared crawl- 
ing up over the bank. As he came 
nearer bo that the light from the 
camp fire shone in his face we rec- 
ognized him as Teddy Roosevelt. He 
had his trusty rifle with him and we 
expected that he would shoot but he 
did not. After he had crawled up 



to a point where he could see that 
rhole family as they sat there 
around the camp fire he seemed rlv- 
Ited to the spot and he acted as If 
he didn't dare to shoot. Do you know 
why? Well I will tell you. He Is 
such an admirer of large families 
that he was simply awe stricken when 
he beheld that sight. 

The curtain then dropped and after 
two minuteB of cheering, S. Dakota 
was called upon to give her stunt. 
Jack Taft, a K. S. A. C. alumnus 
headed this delegation. His demon* 
stration was a display of'dialects. He 
had about ten boys who gave short 
recitations for us each one reciting in 
a different language. Of course we 
understood them all. 

Another feature of this stunt was 
a take-off on Hall, of Colorado, and 
Derkinderen, of Nebraska, two Y, M. 
C. A. secretaries In attendance at the 
conference. It was known that both 
cf these gentlemen were soon to be 
married. Dakota had two young men 
upon the platform standing facing 
the audience and they were telling 
each other all about their love af- 
fairs; what nice wives they were go- 
ing to have and how they loved them 
just as young fellows do you know — 
then they happened to turn around 
and it was observed that each had 
a placard on his back — one contain- 
Ingthe name Hall, the other Der- 
kinderen. 

After a short season of laughter, 
Colorado was called upon to give her 
stunt. One feature was a stump 
speech by our present secretary, H. T. 
Heald, in which he gave such a good 
take off on "Dad" Elliott that he 
earned for himself the nickname 
"Dad" for the rest of the confer- 
ence. 



Another feature of this stunt was 
a. hypnotic stunt: The hypnotist call- 
ed for volunteers upon which to oper- 
ate and a K. S. A. C. boy — I think 
his name was Ray Klene, volunteer- 
ed. After the hypnotist had apparent- 
ly put him to sleep he said: "Now 
there's a pin a sticking you — There's 
a pin a sticking you, etc.," and Mr. 
Klene began to squirm as though it 
were really true. It developed a lit- 
tle later that the fellow who sat be- 
side him was using his stick pin upon 
the subject with telling effect. It was 
(iu it amusing to see how effectually 
the professor could hypnotize his sub- 
ject. 

Kansas was called upon next for 
her stunt. This consisted in what we 
called a "rooster fight" and a wax 
figure stunt. The rooster fight con- 
sisted in two fellows squatting down 
upon their heels each with his hands 
tied together down under his shins. 
At a signal they began to bunt each 
other, each trying to knock the oth- 
er over. It did not take much of a 
knock from one to send the other a 
rolling upon the floor and when down 
he had to be helped up before he 
could fight any more. 

After continuing this for a few 
minutes we put in the wax figure 
Btunt. Two fellows were brought 
onto the platform — from the back 
side to represent wax figures. They 
were apparently lifeless and stood up 
there like sticks of wood. They 
walked stiff legged, they had a vacant 
stare in their eyes and their arms 
dropped lifelessly at their sides. One 
of them when wound up by the oper- 
ator began to make the announce- 
ments In a very brassy tone of 
voice. We then knew that he was 
Mr. Penfleld, the platform manager. 
The other when wound up said with 
mechanical gesture of both arms. 
"Everybody on the first word now" 
and he beganto sing, "There's a hole 
in the bottom of the sea, etc. Then 
we knew that this was Paul Gilbert, 
our chorister, who is one of the finest 
singers in America. 

The Faculty stunt came last, and 
I probably caused more laughter than 
any of them. They had a Faculty 
meeting to decide upon a stunt to 
give. Each member of the Faculty 
had a stunt which he wanted to give 
and he was required to try out by 
giving his stunt before the rest of 
the Faculty, (and the delegates too). 
They were all funny, but the one that 
was decided upon was a hypnotic 
stunt in which Dr. Payne was the 
hypnotist, and "Dad" Elliott was the 
victim. Dr. Payne put "Dad" to sleep, 
and then he proceeded to examine 
"Dad's" phrenological bumps, and to 
explain the meaning of each as he 
went along. He also had some col- 
oring matter with him, and as he 
elucidated upon each bump, he paint- 
ed it a different color. When he had 
finished explaining and painting the 
bumps, he turned his attention to 
some curious lines upon his face and 
chin which he traced with black 
paint, then he put on the finishing 
touches by drawing a black mark 
down his nose. "Dad" was then per- 
mitted to see himself in the mirror. 
This called forth an uproar, and the 
show was over, and thus ended one 
of .the funniest events I ever witness- 
ed.

What Is the Slimmer Conference? 

The first summer conference for the 
T. M. C. A. was held at Northfleld, 
Mass., in 1886; the benefits derived 
from that were so great that other 
conferences were planned for the fol- 
lowing years. It was not until 1892 
that the Y. W. C. A. recognized the 
value of such meetings and established 
their first summer conference at Lake 
Geneva, Wisconsin. Now there are 
seven summer conferences in differ- 
ent parts of the country conducted 
by the Young Women's Christian As- 
sociation and eight under the super- 
vision of the Y. M. C. A. 

It is imperative that every college 
student should ffe thoroughly estab- 
lished In the fundamental religious 
principles that are the very basis of 
the life which gives its maximum in 
making the world better for having 
lived. At such a time as this no man 
can afford to drift. He who is too lazy 
and too indifferent to Investigate facts, 
and to act upon the best that he may 
know, must always serve as a pri- 
vate and not take the place of leader- 
ship that college men are expected to 
occupy. It Is a sad thing for any man 
to discover in after life that he has 
selected the wrong vocation, that his 
motive Is gone. It is a great thing to 
live, when each passing year brings 
added assurance that a man Is In his 
right place, "that motive was big at 
twenty-five, bigger at thirty-five, big- 
ger at forty, and will not reach its 
fullness until life's journey is run and 
life's battle won." 

It is to help all college students 
In these great fundamentals that the 
Rocky Mountain Student Conference 
is held. The Conference is not an 
outing, except in so far as an outing 
will help a man to attain the object- 
ive. It is a council of war, where an 
earnest effort Is made to help every 
man to be a trained leader among his 
fellow students, and no man will be 
happy at Cascade who Is not willing 
to play this game. The Conference 
endeavors to help each delegate to be 
a leader, by helping him in his own 
personal life to have a real grip on 
fundamentals; answering many per-

touch with the Personality that gives 
power to attain.

The Committee is Sending Plan and 
Details to Alumni. 

The committee from the Athletic 
Association, known as the Athletic 
Field Comlmttee, will next week 
send out letters to every alumnus of 
K. S. A. C. asking for his or her co- 
operation in securing the sum which 
is to provide for their Alma Mater 
one of the finest athletic fields in 
the west. It might be a good plan 
for you to do what you can in this 
regard by dropping your alumni 
friends a note to show that you are 
interested in the movement and are 
not expecting them to raise it all. 
Tell them that the Dramatic club has 
started the list with $100.00. Boost 
the movement in every way possible 
and a great field will be the result 
of your activity. 

The following is a copy of the cir- 
cular which will accompany the let- 
ter and give the details of the field 
in a general way: 

Athletic Field for K- S. A. C 
The new athletic field, for which 
the name "Alumni Field" has been 
suggested, will be located in the 
southwest corner of the College 
grounds. 

This site, on account of its topo- 
graphy, will necessitate the construc- 
tion of a concrete drainage tunnel, 
four feet square extending diagonally 
across the field, and a fill of 50,000 
cubic yards of dirt. Of this, 30,000 
cubic yards are available on the site; 
20,000 cubic yards will have to be 
obtained elsewhere. 

This is the only site of sufficient 
size that the Board of Regents could 
consistently set aside for such a 
purpose. 

The total cost of grading and 
draining the field will be 110,000. 

The field will be 950 feet from 
east to west and 550 feet wide (see 
accompanying sketch). The details 
have not been completely worked out 
but the following general divisions 
will be essential, viz; A baseball 
field 420 feet by 550 feet, a football 
gridiron surrounded by a quarter- 
mile cinder track in a field 305x550 
feet and 20 tennis courts covering an 
area of 225v550 feet. 

The baseball and football fields 
will be enclosed by a reinforced con- 
crete fence 8 feet 6 Inches high. This 
will necessitate 2550 linear feet of 
fence. According to estimates fur- 
nished by the Engineering Depart- 
ment, this will cost $2 per linear 
foot, making a total for the fence of 
$5100. 

Because the park now used by the 
college teams will he used next year 
by the City of Manhattan for a 
schoolhouse site the new field must 
be used during the next baseball 
season. This means that the grad- 
ing and fencing, costing a total of 
$15,100, must be done during the 
coming summer and fall. Of this 
amount the $5000 appropriated at 
the last session of the legislature is 



now available. The remaining $11,- 
100 must be raised by July 1, 1910. 

The baseball and football fields 
a ill be equipped with a grand stand 
(with dressing room beneath) and 
bleachers, built of reinforced con- 
crete and structural steel. It Is 
planned to build these in sections as 
the funds are available. The total 
cost of these bleachers, grand stand 
and other necessary equipment, to 
meet the present needs of such a 
rapidly growing institution, will be 
$10,000. 

It will be noted that the main idea 
is constructing the bleachers, grand 
stand and fence, is permanency; in 
the future nothing will have to be 
torn down or remodelled. The plan 
of building bleachers and grand 
stand In sections, each section com- 
plete, thus permitting further addi- 
tions as the needs demand, is but 
carrying out this idea of permanen- 
cy. These bleachers and grand stand 
will be practically Indestructible — 
immune from fire and wind — and will 
insure safety to spectators. There 
Is no danger of such structures col- 
lapsing with large crowds. 

An athletic field built in accord- 
ance with the plans presented above 
will not only meet the present and 
future requirements of an Institution 
of the size and standing of our Col- 
lege, but will he the pride of every 
loyal alumnus, student and friend of 
the great Kansas State Agricultural 
College.

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Annual List of Subjects is Announced 
by Prof. J- Ij. Laughlin. 
An opportunity to compete for 
economic prizes amounting to $2,- 
000 has again been given to the stu- 
dents of the Kansas colleges. The 
invitation comes from Professor J. 
Laurence Laughlin of the University 
of Chicago, who is chairman of the 
committee in charge of the contests. 
The prizes have been offered from 
year to year by Hart Schaffner and 
Marx for the past six years and have 
brought out so many excellent studies 
of commercial and economic subjects 
that they are now renewed ror the 
seventh year. 

The subjects of the essays cover 
such important topics as: 

The value of protectionism to 
American workingmen. 

The economic reasons for or 
against building a deep waterway 
from the Lakes to the Gulf. 
The valuation of railways. 
The effect of modern immigration 
in the United States. 

The value of organized specula- 
tion. 

The History of the rate of interest 
in the United States. 

The Universities whose studentB 
have produced winning essays in the 
past are Washington and Lee, Har- 
vard, University of Chicago, Oberlin 
College, University of Wisconsin, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, University 
of Illinois, Wesleyan University, the 
Branch Normal College of Pine Bluff, 
Arkansas, Northwestern University, 
University of Michigan and Bowdoin 
College.

Scholarship Fund Established to Help 
Needy Students. 

Realizing that hundreds of capable 
young men and women who, though 



in character and ability entitled to 
every advantage of a higher educa- 
tion, are compelled to forego a col- 
lege course on account of lack of 
funds, the Current Literature maga- 
zine has been able to perfect a plan 
by which it can enable an indefinite 
number of students to scure the mon- 
ey required to pay all necessary col- 
lege expenses. 

A scholarship fund, open to any 
young man or woman who has the 
proper recommendations, and avail- 
ble in any recognized college in the 
country, has been established. The 
plan has the endorsement of educa- 
tors throughout the country, and the 
supervising board of the fund consists 
of six of the best known literary men 
Ui the United States. 

Speaking of scholarships, Dr. Had- 
ley, President of Yale University 
says: "We need no\c so much an in- 
crease in beneficiary funds as an in- 
crease of the opportunities for stu- 



dents to earn their living. Aid in 
education, if given without exacting 
a corresponding return, becomes de- 
moralizing. If it is earned by the stu- 
dent as lie goes it has just the op- 
posite effect." 

The fund provides for an unlimit- 
ed number of scholarships, worth 
$250 a year, for a four-year course. 
There are at present 68 beneficiaries 
of the fund enrolled at 47 different 
colleges throughout the country.

Literature fund, Mr. J. W. Jeffries, 
may be interviewed today from 12:30 
to 6 and tomorrow from 12:30 to 
2:30 in the Y. M. C. A. reading room.

Kansas Squad Must Prove its Men on 
Eligible List. 

The discussion of the charge of 
professionalism which was preferred 
by Kansas against members of the 
Nebraska University baseball team 
has taken a new turn. The Nebras- 
ka authorities ha*ve come back with 
a list of professionals who are hold- 
ing berths with the Kansas team. 

Kansas recently cancelled Its 
games with the Nebraska - team, 
claiming that several of the Corn- 
huskers were guilty of playing pro- 
fessional baseball. This charge was 
not denied by Nebraska and they 
offered to play the series without ex- 
changing certificates of eligibility. 
Meanwhile, the certified list furnish- 
ed by Kansas has been investigated 
by the Cornhuskers with the result 
of open charges of professionalism 
against eight players on the Kansas 
squad. The Nebraska authorities 
point to the Spalding baseball guide 
for 1900 as their proof. On page 
256 of that publication appears the 
group picture of Beloit team in the 
Central Kansas League. Three of the 
players in the group are Moss, John- 
son and Gibbs, all of whom are on 
the certified list sent to Nebraska by 

the Kansas board. I

The Nebraska board also charges ! 

that Palmer, Given, Rockefeller, 
Helser and Hoffman played on semi- 
professional teams in Kansas last 
summer. No severance of athletic 
relations is even hinted as a result 
of the Nebraska's expose. The Ne- 
braska authorities merely insisting 
that the rule barring summer base- 
ball is a sham; that most of the col- 
lege players habitually violate it and 
that the college authorities wink at 
the violations.

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ATHLETICS IN K. 8. A- C. 



President Waters Writes Interesting- 
ly in the Alumnus. 

The Nichols Gymnasium will be 
ready for occupancy a year from next 
September. This will give you stu- 
dents, for the first time, a building 
especially designed for physical cul- 
ture. A competent physical director 
will need to be secured, to give in- 
struction in this most important sub- 
ject and to look after the physical 
welfare of all the students in the 
College. In the meantime the new 
athletic field, an outdoor laboratory 
m physical culture, located convenient 
to the gymnasium and to all of the 
College buildings, must be put in cou- 
rt it on for use. The last legislature 
showed Its interest^in this phase of 
education by appropriating $100,000 
for the gymnasium and $5000 toward 
the purchase or improvement of an 
athletic field. 

Relying upon newspaper accounts, 
the public is apt to imagine that the 
only sort of athletics receiving ser- 
ious attention in an educational insti- 
tution is the purely competitive Bort, 
In which only those already physical- 
ly well developed and strong partici- 
pate. In the proper organization of a 
cc liege these athletic contests ought 
to be and are merely Incidental to 
the great work of instruction In phy- 
sical culture for the entire student 
lody. Under the guidance of a master 
of the subject, each student ought 
to be taught how to strengthen his 
oi 1 her body and how to do the most 
work without impairing its future 
usefulness. In other words, the stu- 
dent ought to be taught how to live 
an efficient life. 

With our new equipment of gymna- 
sium, athletic field, and physical 
director, it is proposed that every stu- 
dent, upon entering the College, be 
required to undergoes most thorough 
physical examination. An accurate 
-nventory of the deficiencies of each 
v ill be made, and after careful study 
of each case, the sort of exercise and 
training best suited to correct the de- 
ficiencies will be recommended. As to 
whether the student will be required 
to take this course of training, or 
vhether It is to be optional, is a mat- 
ter that has not yet been determined. 
Competitive athletics, in the judg- 
ment of many competent authorities, 
has received altogether too much 
prominence in college life. On the 
other hand ,it should he remembered 
that it : s only by this means that an 
interest In physical culture has been 
awakened and can be kept alive. 
Students who take no interest In the 
development of their bodies and who, 
it required by college rules to take 
physical culture would take It per- 
functorily, will, under the influence 
of intercollegiate contests, catch the 
spirit, and train as faithfully and as 
enthusiastically as the most accom- 
plished athlete. In my judgment, the 
dcing away with athletic contests al- 



together would be a serious mistake. 
That they should be regulated better 
than they have been in the recent past 
may be accepted without question. 

This, as I have already said, is the 
outdoor gymnasium or physical cul- 
ture laboratory, and is not primarily 
ft r the benefit of the first and second 
teams in football, oaseball, basket- 
tall, etc. It is to afford facilities for 
all students to acquire proficiency in 
such athletic sports as they may be 
interested in and adapted to. The 
Board of Regents had in mind, in 
granting larger space than was orig- 
inally asked for by the Athletic As- 
sociation, the laying out of numer- 
ous tennis courts, providing at least 
separate baseball and football fields, 
and ample track facilities, so that in 
addition to the regular College teams 
the largest possible number of stu- 
dents might be accommodated in the 
ordinary practice of strictly amateur 
games. It is a practice ground for

Incubator for Studying Weevil. 

An order for the construction of a 
constant moisture and temperature 
incubator has been placed by the en- 
tomology Department, with Simpson 
and Wilson. 

Th's incubator will be used by As- 
sistant Professor Dean in the funda- 
mental study of the effects of carbon 
bisulphide and hydrocyanic acid gas 
on insects injurious to stored grains 
and stored grain products. 

It has been found that a difference 
of several degrees of temperature 
makes a large difference in the killing 
power of these gases, and the Entom- 
ology Deuartment intends as a part 
of its Investigations of insects to de- 
f rmine the best conditions of temper- 



ature and moisture for their destruc- 
tion with these gases. 



Professors Headlee and Dickens re- 
port that the spring spraying exper- 
iments are being carried out as per 
schedule, and that the outlook for a 
valuable test :s most excellent. These 
tests are being carried on In the Col- 
lege and Kimball orchards. The En- 
tomology and Horticultural Depart- 
ments are trying to And out Just what 
types and applications of sprays are 
moBt effective in the control of the 
Codling moth and curculio.

BISHOP HUGHES SPOKE. 



Delivered the Last Lecture on This 
Year's Course. 

Bishop Hughes from New York City 
delivered the closing number on 
the lecture course Thursday evening 
when he addressed an attentive au- 
dience on the subject of "The Amer- 
ican Boy." 

In the mind of Bishop Hughes, the 
problem of training the American Boy 
would be greatly simplified if the 
neighbor across the street did not 
play such an Important part in his 
boyhood career. Another factor that 
adds to the difficulty of boyhood 
training is the lack of harmony be- 
tween the public school system and 
the home. Until this problem is solv- 
ed the boy question will increase in 
Its perplexity. 

"To understand a boy," said Bishop 
Hughes, "you must put yourself in 
his place and keep within your own 
mind a vivid imagination of your own 
boyhood ; try to see what he wants I 
to see, in fact, locate yourself at his 
corresponding place." As the lecturer 
cont'nued he revealed to his audience 
that there are three distinct stages 
through which a boy must pass be- 
fore he Is recognized as a man. 

While In the firs* stage the boy 
usually runs away from home but hej 
seldom gets more than two or three 
blocks from home and after chang- 
ing his mind several times during 
the day as regards his miserable life 
at home he finally decides that it is 
the best place on earth. At this 
period of life the boy is the true jack 
of all trades for his mind is sub- 
ject to fancy. Here Bishop Hughes 
made a plea for the abolition of child 
labor, and it Is h's prayer that our 
country may be saved from the title 
of liberty that robs the child of its 
natural right. 

The second stage may be distin- 
guished from the first in that the boy 
has passed from that period which 
marks the play ground of his life to 
the point where he is primarily aware 
of himself. Just now his hands and 
feet are a curse from a social stand- 
point. Furthermore his parents add 
to his awkwardness by buying clothes 
for him that will fit him in a few 
years provided that growth develops 
speedily. Also it is a dangerous thing 
tc underrate the youth at this period 
and too many people make the mis- 
take of calling him "bub." As we 
the boy passing out of th?s awkward 
stage we find him making friends 
with books and he begins to hunt 
for real people. 

The unm'stakeable signs of the 
third critical stage In life are recog- 
nized by the fact that the young man 
blackens the heels of his boots, the 
high water mark on the back of his 
neck disappears, and he asks mother 
if father won't give him enough mon- 
ey to Bend his collars and cuffs to 
the laundry In order that they will 
be more shiny; maybe he takes some- 
body home from something too. Just 
now is the time for the father to he 
just as good a friend of the hoy as 
Is the mother for he will soon enter 
into his life work.

Boost Now and All the Time— We 
Want the Field. 



The athletic committee has just com- 
pleted the task of sending out about 
fourteen hundred letters to the K. S. 
A. C. alumni. The purpose of these 
letters is to explain in detail the 
present campaign to secure the best 
athletic field in the west and request 
every alumnus to do his share toward 
making this worthy project a success. 
Many plans have been suggested by 
the athletic committee to interest the 
alumni in this matter but the one 
chosen seems to be the best. It is an 
immense task to get In touch with 
fourteen hundred people who were 
former students of the College and 
now scattered all over the United 
States, but the initiative steps have 
been taken and the campaign will be 
vigorously boosted until the neces- 
sary money has been landed. More 
letters will continue to follow until 
the requests have been granted, for 
we believe It is the duty of every alum- 
nus to respond to the first call from 
his alma mater, and if one letter will 
not convince him of this duty the 
committee will not let up in their ef- 
forts until the task is completed. 

One of the prominent characteris- 
tics of the K. S. A. C. alumni seems 
to be lack of organization. Perhaps 
this is due to the fact that the Col- 
lege has never before made any stren- 
uous calls upon the alumni for such 
support as would require system and 
organization. It is to be regretted 
that so many of our graduates, upon 
leaving this institution, should lose 
the spirit of true loyalty and readily 
forget the obligations and the close 
relationship that should be maintain- 
ed between any institution and its 
graduates. You may be inclined to 
doubt the fact that such a condition 
exists but It would seem that the lack 
of class organization among the K. S. 
A. C. alumni is ample proof of the 
statement. It Is true that some of 
the more recent classes have, to some 
extent, retained a skelenton-Hke or- 
ganization, but what hai* they done 
to bring them into close touch with 
the College and hold together in such 
a manner that the most effective sup- 
port and aid may be rendered to the 
College at times when she has a right 
to ask for it. 

There are several local organiza- 
tions among the alumni throughout 
the country, but the field covered by 
them seems to be principally a social 
one. However, if this College is to 
compete with other institutions a 
broader step will have to be taken, 
and who can do this more effectively 
than the alumni? It is hoped that the 
call upon the alumni to come to the 
support of their alma mater for the 
first time will bring alwut such an or- 
ganization as will be effective and 
permanent. Through such a medium 
only can the speediest and wost ef- 



fective results be obtained. Further- 
more, results may be obtained more 
economically. Suppose a highly per- 
fected organization existed at the pres- 
ent time; the athletic campaign could 
be conducted among the alumni with 
much less time, labor and financial 
expense. It would then be only a 
matter of communicating with the of- 
ficers of the alumni classes and it is 
reasonable to suppose that such per- 
sons could stir up more enthusiasm 
among their fellow class mates and 
keep in closer touch with them than 
a dozen committees composed of those 
who are now in school. As it is, one 
committee has the gigantic task of 
accomplishing the desired results by 
dealing with about fourteen hundred 
people, and there ere some that will 
never be reached at all. The present 
committee is willing to devote their 
best efforts to this cause and they 
only want those who are interested 

in the success of K, S. A. C. willingly 



the rights and privileges that she 
rightfully deserves. 

The mere fact that a committee has 
been appointed to make this athletic 
campaign a success does not mean 
that they alone must bear this burden. 
Remember that they are willing to 
listen to and consider sane and reas- 
onable suggestions and ideas, and that 
there is a College paper that is will- 
ing to receive your communications. 

Just now, that we are approaching 
the close of the year, it seems to be 
an especially good time to pull off 
stunts that will result in financial 
profit. There will be a large number 
of visitors here within a few weeks. 
They are coming here to have a good 
time, as well as acocmpllsh other pur- 
poses. It Is up to the students to en- 
tertain these guests in such a way 
that there will be something really 
doing.. How many are interested in 
seeing a ball game between the "slims 
and the fats" of the Faculty? If you

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Spraying Notes. 

In the new College orchard, on the 
Ingraham place, the rubbish has 
been cleared up and the 'orchard, 
which had become badly sodded has 
been plowed. The Entomology De- 
partment did a very complete job of 
spraying both for the codling moth 
and for fungus diseases. Several dif- 
ferent types of sprays were used. The 
fiost, however destroyed almost all of 
the buds in this orchard and Dr. 
Headlee will probably cease the spray- 
ing operations. 

In the large Kimball orchard the 
frost damage was not nearly so great 
owing probably to it being located on 
a much higher level. For experimen 
ta» spraying purposes the orchard 
was divided into several plots of five 
rows of trees each. Different sprays 
were used on these plots and the mid- 
dle row of each plot will be used In 
calculating the data on the value of 
these different typeB of sprays. 

The Horticultural Department 1b 
carrying out experiments on the com- 
parative value of oil pots and coal 
fires for the production of smudges 
with which to fight frost. 

The Kimball orchard experiments 
are very extensive and important and 
the frost did not damage the apple 
crop so very extensively, therefore, 
some accurate data may be expected 
to result from these experiments. 



Dairy Department Profited. 

The first year's work that, the Dairy 
Department has been doing along 
milk production lines on their dairy 
farm has been recently finished and 
Professor Kendall has marked up the 
resulting data. 

For the past year, on its forty-acre 
farm, the Dairy Department has kept 
twenty-five cows, and twenty of these, 



on an average, have been giving milk. 
From these cows the sale of milk, 
cream, and dairy lhe stock has been 
$3,370, or $134.80 per cow. 

These cows, with thirty head of 
young dairy cattle, four bulls, and two 
horses, have been maintained on this 
forty acres of land, fifteen of which 
are in pasture, with the expenditure 
of but $893.79 for grain and other con- 
centrated feeds. This makes a net re- 
turn, aside from the labor, of $2,476.21. 
Professor Kendall estimates that the 
work could be supplied for $30 per 
month, or $600 per year. This leaves 
a net profit of $1,876,21, or $41.69 per 
acre.

While it is well known that the 
students of the University had a hard 
time keeping their Institution on the 
map of Missouri Valley athletics by 
seeking to retain American football 
in their curriculum, few attach any 
significance to the fact that the ath- 
letic break between the two Kansas 
nstitutions was not announced before 
the recent Missouri Valley meeting 
in Kansas City. The regents of the 
University were looking to this insti- 
tution with the hope that the game 
as now played would be abolished 
here, In which case an annual game 
with the Aggies would be very de- 
sirable. Since the American game 
has been retained in the Valley and 
the students and alumni of the Uni- 
versity will not allow its banishment 
from K, U. It leaves everybody in 
the same position as they were before 
the stir. 

During the last year K. U. has 
lost her domineering hold on the 
schools of the .Missouri Valley. Per- 
haps the loss of the football game 
with Missouri had much to do with it. 
Nebraska stands no longer in awe as 
evidenced by their attitude relative 
to the K. U. bluff of eligibility of her 
baseball squad. The Aggies possess 
enough of the farmer independence 
not to care a whoop what the Uni- 
versity does, and they enjoy a square 
deal so thoroughly that a black eye to 
Cannonlsm in athletics meets with 
their approval.

The only disappointment that could 
possibly be said to exist is that caus- 
ed by having to defeat K. U. by proxy 
instead of in person. 

While it is well known that the 
students of the University had a hard 
time keeping their institution on the 
map of Missouri Valley athletics by 
seeking to retain American football 
in their curriculum, few attach any 
significance to the fact that the ath- 
letic break between the two Kansas 
nstitutions was not announced before 
the recent Missouri Valley meeting 
in Kansas City. The regents of the 
University were looking to this insti- 
tution with the hope that the game 
as now played would be abolished 
here, in which case an annual game 
with the Aggies would be very de- 
sirable. Since the American game 
has been retained in the Valley and 
the students and alumni of the Uni- 
versity will not allow its banishment 
from K. U. it leaves everybody in 
the same position as they were before 
the stir.

The ideal • university, according to 
Franklin, should be situated on open 
ground "not far from a river, having 
a garden, an orchard, a meadow, and" 
a field or two." He also proposed for 
the students "that, to keep them in 
health and to strengthen and render 
active their bodies, they be frequently 
exercised in running, leaping, wrest- 
ling, and swimming." 

In the systematic application of 
physical education, Amherst College, 
however, occupies the place of pion- 
eer; for in 1861 a regulation was en- 
acted requiring every student to take 
a definite amount of supervised exer- 
cise as a part of his college course 
and statistics collected during the 
fifty years of Dr. Hitchcock's contin- 
uous activity, show a decrease in the 
amount of time lost through Illness 
from Freshman to Senior year, and 
consistent Increasss in bodily meas- 
urement and vigor. 

When the trustees mada It part of 
the curriculum at Pennsylvania, In 
1904, a considerable number of other 
colleges and universities had already 
Introduced some requirement more or 
less complete; and the latest statis- 
tics, 1909, show that over ninety per 
cent, of the seventy-three leading 
American colleges and universities re- 
quire physical education from the 
Freshman year, seventy-eight per cent, 
require it from Freshman and Sopho- 
mores, thirty per cent, require it from 
the three lower classes, and twelve 
per cent, from all four classes- Of the 
three most notable exceptions, two 
will probably adopt this wise regula- 
tion within a year or two. The west- 
ern universities are, without excep- 
tion, adopting this method of over- 
coming the greatest difficulty in uni- 
versity physical education, the reach- 
ing of the great body of men who need 
it most and through ignorance or 
carelessness will not take advantage 
of any opportunities for physical ex- 
ercise or sports, however tempting. 
An analysis of any list of delinquents 
In physical training shows at least 
half to be behind In their other college 
work, and the remainder Is composed 
of that small but noisy band of Irre- 
concllables who are always with us 
and ready to obstruct the wheels of 
every progressive movement. The im- 
portance of putting the physical pow- 
ers in the best working order, or of 
preventing further damage to an al- 
ready weakened constitution, is be- 
coming more widely recognized, and 
efforts to solve these problems are 
meeting with more general apprecia- 
tion; students are frequently trans- 
fererd to Pennsylvania fom other col- 
leges where no regulation exists, that 
they may have the advantage of su- 
pervised exercise and advice, for con- 
ditions that have caused anxiety In 
the past, and many such might be 
quoted from the records of the yearly 
physical examinations. While a wide 
option In the form of exercise In- 
doors and out, to be taken under the 
direction of the department, Is allow- 
ed, for the great majority of men the 
gymnasium classes produce the best 
results for the time expended, the 
course being designed to meet the 
special needs of student life, and after 
a year or two of progressive gymnas- 
tic work, the foundation for success 
In competitive athletics Is more surely 
laid than If the preparation had been 
less perfect. The dominating aims of 



the department of physical education 
are, however, the correcting of de- 
fects remediable by exercise ; the 
training of the entire student body in 
those exercises and physical accom- 
plishments that will keep them in 
health during their course, and re- 
main as permanent possessions in fu- 
ture life, and the prevention of In- 
jury to the unsound In wind and limb.

As long as many of his state- 
ments are debatable questions in 
themselves, he must insist upon their 
acceptance merely as matters of 
opinion and not as absolute and fi- 
nal facts.

and baseball, with their hoodlum act-

{rate rece'pts and the "favored few" 
who furniBh the entertainment for 
the crowds.

"-. he College graduate is needed to go 
back to his farm community as a 
leader of the forces for ru *al uplift, 
and to develop leadership that is ly- 
ing dormant in all country communi- 
ties. 

"The social life of the country is 
different than that of the city, but 
it needs just as high type of leader- 
ship, A new conception of the farm 
fr arising, and from many of the Col- 
Ifges the men with highest qualities 
of leadership are responding to the 
call of the rural communities.

"The appointment of a physical di- 
rector as suggested by President 
Waters will not solve the diciulty, al- 
though a step in the right direction. 
We cannot have clean and sane ath- 
letics as long as the athletic standing 
of the institution is judged by the 
number of baseball and football 
games won by the College teams, for 
where winning atheletics Is the ideal 
the tenure of office of the director- 
and coaches depends upon their at- 
tainment of th's ideal and the result 
is that they pay little attention to 
the development of physical man- 
hood in the student body. They pick 
their players from among the strong- 
est and swiftest men available, and 
from among those already skilled in 
the game by long practice before 
coming to the institution, and hav- 
ing thus picked their men, the act- 
ivities, money, energy, enthusiasm 
and time of the whole playing sea- 
son are devoted to these few men 
who least need It in order that they 
may win games and thus attract 
large crowds to the grandstand . Yet 
the apologists for modern athletics- 
are always prating about developing- 
physical manhood and making weak- 
students strong. I challenge them to* 
produce a single student In th» 
United States who has come to col- 
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lege physically weak, who has been 
given even a chance to become phy- 
Bically strong by engaging in either 
ct liege football or college baseball, 
sentimental stories in the magazines 
to the contrary notwithstanding; and 
I would almost repeat the challenge 
to produce a student who came un- 
skilled, or with no knowledge what- 
ever of the game who has ever made 
the college team. Certainly the stu- 
dent enters a land of no hope if he en- 
ters college both physically weak 
;:nd unskilled In the gameB. Net 
only Is ml Lhe ittenti >n lavished up- 
on tre physically 3'i\mfe-, but com- 
paratively lew of the* 1 even are cho- 
sen to receive favors * * The 
results is that a select few, some of 
them oftimes imported from the vil- 
lage loafer 'b club, receive all the 
l.rncflts .^nd pleasure., from parti cl 
|.n:Um In these really bp"<ik11<1 games 
wh!le the balance of the college is 
supposed to do the paying and yell- 
ing. In fact the system absolutely 
discourages and prevents the physi- 
f:il development of nrncMcally ihe 
whole student body and moat 
certainly of all those who need such 
development. The advocates of the 
system do not dare come out in the 
open and present their real reasons 
for maintaining it, viz., as a source 
of advertising and entertainment, 
and oftimes of financial profit to the 
few who are on the 'Inside,* so they 
otter the excuse of developing physi- 
cal manhopd to prevent direct oppo- 
sition from boards of regents and 
legislatures and to secure enough 
public support to give it respectabil- 
ity. 

"The present plans at K. S. A. 
C. as presented in the circular sent 
to me provide for a continuance of 
this system and for placing It upon 
such a permanent footing that It 
will be practically impossible to ov- 
erthrow it in the future, and for this 
leason I cannot see how any alumnus 
who loves athletic games and desires 
to see them become really a part of 
our educational system instead of a 
circus adjunct to It, or who has any 
prophetic vision whatever can give 
his support to them. Why are we 
asked to contribute" $5,000 to build 
concrete fences eight feet high 
around the football and baseball 
fields? Of what possible aid to the 
development of physical manhood 
will these fences be? And why must 
we put $10,000 more Into a grand- 
stand .whose occupants will derive 
\ bout as much physical culture from 
It as the circus goer derives from 
the boards upon which he sits to 
watch the trapeze performer? The 
place for all participators in athletic 
games and all benefitters from them 
is on the field and not in grand- 
stands; and the player who cannot 
play his game as well and derive as 
rcuch physical culture from It with- 
out an audience as with one 1b un- 
worthy of the game. And to be 
worthy he should get as much man- 
ly enjoyment out of a losing game 
as a winning one, though perhaps 
not such keen satisfaction, 

<<***» By a ii means let 

K. S. A. C. have an athletic field 
and not a circus tent or gladiatorial 
arena. Let her develop athletic 
. ; mes in which all can and will par- 
ticipate by doing away with gate re- 
ceipts, reducing or abolishing inter- 
collegiate games, and by so super- 
rising the athletic field that It will 



be impossible for a favored few to 
monopolize them. Instead of one 
baseball nine In a college such as K. 
S. A. C. there should be twenty or 
even forty, but no Individual should 
be allowed to play in this game more 
than two or three times a week, A 
supervisor might so select the nines 
for each day's playing that they 
would be reasonably evenly matched 
and the season might well end with 
an intercollegiate game, the players 
to be selected from among the beat 
material developed by the year's 
work . Tren these players should i 
not be allowed to represent the col- ! 
lege again during their connection 
with it, thus giving others a chance 
imd bringing new men !nto the game 
all the time, and incidentally doing 
away with importations from the 
aforesaid village loafer's club. Other 
gemes could be managed fn the same 
way and a system of athletics thus 
developed trat would give some real 
physical culture to those who need 
it and Incidentally give lovers of 
games a chance to participate in 
them without spending enough time 
on them to become professionals."

Some Wheat Talks 

Mr. L. A. Fitz and his former 
assistant at Fargo, N. P., Mr. C. H. 
Pailey, spoke to the Crops Labretory 
class Thursday. Mr. Fitz spoke on 
the milling of wheat. He said in 
part: 

"Much of the wheat going into 
our central markets lacks in sound- 
ness. And on account of the mixing 
that is done by dealers, the farther 
a mill is located from the wheat pro- 
ducing sections the harder it is to 
get good milling wheat. 

"In Kansas we need to Improve the 
uvality of our wheats, as well as the 
yield per acre. One thing that can 
be done to improve the quality of 
w>>eat is to take better care of it after 
it is harvested. If this wheat is 
stacked and allowed to go through 
the sweat it will improve it very ma- 
terially. There Is not enough differ- 
€i ce made in price between wheat of 
different quality at our local mark- 
ets. This will be one of the hardest 
things to overcome." 

Mr. Bailey is employed by the Bu- 
reau of Grain Standardization, U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, and

"Wheat is used niOBtly for the pro- 
auction of flour and its value depends 
mostly on the quality and quantity 
of the flour that may be obtained 
from It.

"Flour is a complex substance and 
Its chemical composition varies very 
materially. Flours range from eight 
to over twenty per cent protein. The

gluten and the absence of other sub-

No Loafers Wanted 
To a certain period In the life of 
the American boy or girl attendance 
at school Is, in large measure, com- 
pulsory. In rare Instances the boy 
or girl proves refractory. At this 
point the law steps in; the doors of 
the reform school open — and closes. 
When the boy, or girl, fs graduated 
from the grammar school, or the re- 
form school, the law of compulsion 
is null as affecting future education. 
Ambition, character, earnestness of 
purpose — these alone have control. 

To provide young men and women 
possessing these characteristics with 
opportunity for intellectual achieve- 
ment, for the attainment of noble 
Ideals, Is the function of the univer- 
sity. There is no place in the Insti- 
tution of this sort for the idler, the 
trifler, or the loafer. His Inbuence 
demoralizes in spirit and In efficien- 
cy, and is intolerable. • 

To the right-minded student this 
is plainly apparent, and for this 
reason, in the University of Missouri 
the student body has been given con- 
trol, largely, in matters of discipline. 
The Injury is sustained by the stu- 
dent — the remedy lies in his hands, 
to a degree. 

The recent incident calling for ad- 
] ministration of this power demon- 
strates that the students appreciate 
the function of the university, and 
vill jealously guard its privileges 
and opportunities. 

The University of Missouri Is not a 
reform school. Nor Is It a place for 
loafers.

College Is Attempting to Work With 
High Schools to Establish Them 

The Kansas State Agricultural 
College is taking another step toward 
placing vocational education within 
reach of the young people of Kansas, 
Through the Extension Department it 
is ask in? every county suppored 
high school of the state to include 
i course of agriculture, manual train- 
ing, and home economics in its cur- 
riculum. This is for the benefit of 
these who enter high school with no 
intention of preparing themselves 
to enter college. 

"Less tlnn three percent of the 
boys and girls who enter high s.hool 
pursue their work in college." says 
Superintendent Miller of the Exten- 
sion Department, "and it is not fa*r 
that those who are unable to spend 
any tme in college should be re- 
quired to take a college preparatory 
course. We will give them an oppor- 
tunity to study along the lines they 
will follow after leaving high school, 
will educate them as farmers and 
homemekers, and make of them bet- 
ter men and women and of more 
benefit to their communities." 

It s not intended that the estab- 
lishing of the course in agriculture 
will make the high schools branches 
of the College. It will be required 
of each high school to lease a few 
acres of ground in proximity to the 
school which will be used for purely 
demonstrative farming, and provide 
for a competent instructor. No ex- 
periments whatever will be tried on 
the high school plots. This is the 
work of the College and Experiment 
Station exclusively and they will 
work out all experiments on their 
farms at Manhattan. Hays and Gar- 
den City. The idea is to make the 
land yield a profit to the school, 
which it will do under the intensive 
style of farming to be pursued. 

All high schools that adopt this 
course will be expected to secure a 
competent instuctor. a practical 
graduate from some technical school. 
1'lans for intensive farmin.g worked 
out by the Extension Department will 
be furnished him and the demonstra- 
tion work will be carried on under 
his direction and under the super- 
vision of one of the force of the De- 
partment. 

Prof. E . L . Holton is now assist- 
ing some of the high schools in the 
preparation of the new courses with 
„ view to making them as complete 
as possible. No effort is being made 
f c have them conform to the entrance 
lequirements of the College, but all 
care is being used to make them 
effie'ent in the matter of educating 
boys and girls for the farms and 
homes.

Secretary Coburn Writes in the Sat- 
urday K veiling Post 

In the last issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post F. D. Coburn, secre- 
tary of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, has quite an article under the 
above head. He speaks of the work 
<f the College is doing in the attempt 
to raise the standard of wheat in 
this state and heartily commends the 
n ethods used by the College and the 
Experiment Station. In discussing 
the College he says in part: 

'The Agricultural College is do- 
ing a great work in getting the farm- 
ers interested in a better agriculture. 
It is experimenting for the best meth- 
ods of production, and is growing, 
selecting and disseminating seed of 
the highest grades. Then the Kansas 
College, unlike some others, does not 
hide its light under a bushel, but 
spends thousands of dollars yearly to 
f,end its teachers out to tell the farm- 
ing communities what it has learned, 
and what it has done and what it is 

doing.

"The farmers cannot go to the Col- 
lege to hear about these things, so 
the College does not limit its instruc- 
tion to those in actual residence at- 
tendance, but extends its courses to 
the farmers in their homes, through 
bulletins, institutes, and through Its 
latest innovation — courses in the 
theory of agriculture T>y mail.

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The forthcoming catalog of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College 
will probably contain the names of 
2300 students who were present 
during the school year of 1909-10. 
The total number enrolled to date is 
2281, but there are students entering 
•xt present every day — teachers of 
cruntry schools who have completed 
five or six months of teaching and 
intend to study here during the re- 
mainder of the spring term. The at- 
tendance by classes is as follows: 
Postgraduate, 25; Senior, 170; .Jun- 
ion, 286; Sophomore, 416; Freshmen, 
454; Special, 84; Sub-freshmen, 4 52; 
Preparatory, 89; Domestic Science 
short course, 137; Farmers' short 
course, 235; Dairy short course, 4; 
Total, 2351. Of this number 70 stu- 
dents are counted twice. Most of 
theBe 70 came here to attend short 
courses and later returned to take 
the full four years course. Last year 
the total attendance was 2308 and 
year before last 2192. Five years 
ago It was 1462, ten years ago, 1092 
and twelve years ago 803. It was 
confidently expected that the total 
attendance the present year would 
considerably overreach that of last 
year, but the present spring term 
fell short of that of last year. The 
cause must be looked for in the 
condition of the wheat fields of Cen- 
tral Kansas. The given figures for 
the present year do not contain the 
names of the domestic science teach- 
ers' course that begins May 1 7 and 
closes July 22.

There is a tendency on the part of 
certain members of the Faculty to 
cheapen the College diploma. There 
will probably be more than one stu- 
dent leave the College in the near 
future bearing the coveted sheep 
skin, the instrument of honor and the 
recognition of endeavor, in hands 
that have not accompished all the 
tasks set by the curriculum.

Professor Seaton, who is working 
for his masters degree and A. R. 
Losh and Harold Row who are writ- 
ing their senior theses, have been 
making concrete tests for a concrete 
fence that may be used to enclose 
the new athletic field. 

The present plans for the fence 
are to make it about eight feet high 
with concrete posts set every eleven 
feet to support the concrete slabs 
which will be from two and one-half 
to three inches thick. Permanent 
designs and tests for the posts have 
not been made yet, but the construc- 
tion and tests of the posts is of less 
importance and will require less time 
and work. 

Three different types of reinforce- 
ment are being tested for the fence. 
Two of the styles of reinforcing ma- 
terial are metal lath which differ 
from each other slightly in construc- 
tion. The third type is known as 
the bar and rod reinforcement. 

So far as cost Is concerned there 
is but little difference in either of 
the three materials under test, but

the Increased cost of the metal lath 
slabs should they be made thicker. 

A fence reinforced with the metal 
lath Would t probably produce a 
smoother and "nicer finish due to its 
method of construction. A similar 
finish on the bar reinforcement 
would neessitate a slight increase in 
cost. 

To make an efficient test of the 
concrete slabs reinforced as describ- 
ed above requires not less than thir- 
ty days. Concrete workers are fa- 
miliar with the fact that concrete is 
not completely hardened at this time 
but continues to harden for some 
time afterward if properly made in 
the beginning. 

At the end of 30 days the concrete 
slabs which are now. hardening for 
the test will be with a uniformly and 
evenly distributed load and subject- 
ed under pressure to a knife edge 
until a rupture occurrs. Tn this 
manner a very close estimate of the 
reinforced slabs can be ascertained. 
Up to the present time but little 
data can be gathered on the con- 
struction of such a fence. The Uni- 
versity of Columbia however, has 
furnished a small amount of data 
that compares very favorably with 
the K. S. A. C. Engineering Depart- 
: ment.

Professor W. A. McKeever Talks, 
"I am perfectly willing to have 
the socialists In power; I don't care. 
If they capture the government it 
will be because of their ability and 
worth The American people as a 
whole are right and will have the 
kind of government they want," said 
Professor McKeever. Ah attentive 
audience heard his lecture at the 
Socialist society Monday night In 
room F56. Prof. W. A. McKeever 
has no party prejudice, but has a 
strong belief In the stability of the 
American people, In their ability to 
demand good government under 
whatever name it may be. The fol- 
lowing Is a partial review of his dis- 
cussion, 

"The socialists are at a disadvant- 
age in several ways: first, dlssen- 
tions among themselves and second- 
ly, fanatics In their ranks tend to 
drive sane men away from socialism. 
In the third place, there exists a 
prejudice against it by Intelligent 
people who ought to know better: 
they use anarchy and socialism as 
synonyms, when the one means down 
with all. law and the latter means 
'up with all good law,* the terms be- 
ing extremely opposite. And fourth- 
ly, the socialists waste too much 
energy preaching to grown men who 
are fixed in habit and prejudice. 

"Some have the notion that the 
world is finished and unchanging. 
New problems, however, are always 
arising; it 1b a law of construction, 
of continuous change for the better. 
The young man of today would do 
well to regard the world as building 
and to know that he Is a builder. 
Progress demands that we organize 
thoroughly, that we fight for Justice 
and honor, and then forget the war. 
I am an advocate of peace, yet there 
are times when an honest fight is 
necessary Progress also demands 
education, a method of proceedure 
that gets results. 

"The principle of socialism Is defi- 
nitely at work in the U. S. today, 
and the socialist party is largely re- 
sponsible for it. There are great 
things in store for America, if the 
millionaires don't swallow it all. The 
great force of education is develop- 
ing a new set of ideals, a new race 
of men is being made, with new anfl 
advanced ideals. Here In Kansas 
we have seen a revolution In thought 
about prohibition. The new ideal 
grew out of the old, a new crop of 
people were raised and now there is 
drouth in Kansas. 

"I have abiding faun in young 
humanity. The clean, pure air of 
Kansas makes for a greater people 
Though the parents may be guilty of 
wine and debauchery, the children 
raised in the healthy environment of 
nature in the country become strong, 
clean and robust: 92 per cent of city 
children raised this way develop fav- 
orably.

Four Year Hen Can Play. 

An important rule that passed at 
the last meeting of the powers of the 
Kansas Conference, and one that we. 
will doubtless feel the effect of the 
rest of the baseball season is re- 
garding the eligibility of men to com- 
pete. The rule as it now stands is 
to the effect that players who enter 
as academy students and who par- 
ticipate in first team contests will not 
be barred from participating the full 
four years of their college course. This 
applies only to the Junior and Senior 
years In the academy so that the 
greatest number of years one can car- 
ry on athletic warfare is six. This 
rule is only to be In force until Jan- 
uary 1, 1912, and takes effect immedi- 
ately.

C. have fouwff H necessary to offer a 
summer course, primarily for teach- 
ers, but open to others, these courses 
to Include as majors, agriculture and 
woodwork. As minors the College 
will offer a one-hour course In peda- 
gogy and in the thsory of vocational 
education, and a one-hour course in 
botany and physics, these subjects be- 
ing prepared primarily for teachers 
who wilt also teach agriculture. 

The course will open on June 14 
and will continue for six weeks and 
will include lectures and laboratory 
work In soils, farm crops, horticulture, 
entomology, animal husbandry, dairy- 
ing, poultry, wood-work six hours per 
day or two hours per day. Those who 
wish to take wood-work as a major 
will be given six hours Instruction 
six days per week. Those who wish 
to take agriculture as a major may 
have six hours in lectures and labo- 
ratory work, one hour for education 
and one hour for physics and botany, 
or they may take four hours per day 
in agriculture and two hours In wood- 
work. 

The work to be offered this summer 
will be extremely practical and In- 
tended primarily to fit men for teach- 
ing agriculture and manual training 
next year. It has been decided, how- 
ever, to offer for the summer of 1911 
very comprehensive courses for six 
weeks in agriculture, manual training 
and home economics, each course to 
be made a unit with a great variety 
of subjects, each to be taken very 
thoroughly and upon which it will ap- 
pear proper to ask for and to receive 
College credit. No credit can be giv- 
en for work to be offered this year. 

The summer school will open on 
Tuesday, June 14 (Commencement 
week). Regular work will be offered 
every day that week, however, except 
Thursday when adjournment will be 
made for the regular commencement 
exercises.

New Athletic Field May be Surround- 
ed- by Trees. 
A great deal of time, energy and 
paper has been devoted to the pro- 
posed concrete fence for the athletic 
field but nothing definite has been 
decided upon yet. Many of the alum- 
ni as well as the local citizens have 
raised both reasonable and unreason- 
able objection to such a fence. 

It Is true that such a fence would 
he expensive, yet It would be effi- 
cient and permanent, to say the 
least. The matter of cost, however, 
is not the only feature that should 
be considered above everything else' 
when It is realised that this- fence 
must serve Its purpose for decade* 
to come. A temporary fence of any 
kind would only tend to Increase 
the final cost. Furthermore, a fence 
surrounding one of the best athlette 
fields In the west should he orna- 
mental in appearance and he ef such 
a nature that adjoining property 
would not depreciate in value. H 
has been well argued that an eight- 
foot concrete fence would obstruct 
the general view of adjoining sur- 
rounding property, thai its value 
would decrease on the market. 

Cost officiency and landscape ef- 
fect or appearance are three factors 
that seem to properly determine the 
plans of construction. To meet the 
demands of these three factors It has 
been suggested that the field he eft- . 
closed with a landscape parking 
which would serve the function of 
efficiency, minimise the cost and 
make the field a choice view in land- 
scape architecture. 

The following are mere sugges- 
tions In regard to this new feature 
hut the advisability of carrying out 
such plans Is being seriously Inves- 
tigated. 

The outer edge of the parking 
could he made of one or two rows of 
Scotch, Austrian and white pines 
which would serve as a permanent 
screen. In addition to these suck 
trees as the Norway poplar, Caro- 
lina poplar, and some variety of soft 
maple or willows which are recog- 
nized as rapid growers could easily 
be planted. Bordering these trees 
either on the inner or the outer edge 
a row of evergreens would serve to 
close up the gaps, and beauty to such 
an arrangement and act as a nurse 
tree until the large trees are pel* 
manently established. 

The trees that are available for 
this purpose are already fifteen to 
twenty feet In height while the ev- 
ergreens are from these to eight feet 
tall. Furthermore all ef this msr 
terial could be furnished t* the Hor* 
ticultural department sit an enesedV 
ingly low cost, a few extra trees) 
however might necessarily he bought: 
but the additional cost would he hut 
little. The labor necessary to estab- 
lish such a fence would he mini- 
mized to an appreciable extent should

the Horticultural Department direct 
the work. To simplify the work of 
transplanting the trees It is possible 
that a large tree moving machine 
could be procured. Such a machine 
would minimise time, labor, iX} age 
and transplant the tree In such a 
condition that Its growth would not 
be greatly hindered. This work 
Could be done during the next win- 
ter when labor 1b plentiful and 
completed before the baseball seas- 
on occurs next year 

In opposition to this fence It has 
been suggested that it would not pro- 
tect the athletic games sufficiently 
from the public. Such a atatment 
carries but little weight against the 
plans. There are mighty few people 
who care to sacrifice their honor and 
■ponge their pleasure by sneaking 
through holes in a fence to see an 
athletic game. Any one who would 
be willing to do so could be arrested 
and fined for trespassing and a thor- 
ough patrol of the field where neces- 
sary would soon stop such work. 
Even though a few people did avail 
themselves of a hole In the fence 
the athletic funds would not be crip- 
pled for such a class of people would 
bot pay an entrance fee. Please 
don't get excited over the proposed 
plans and flood the Herald office 
with your ideas. Judging from the 
past we feel sure that your ideas 
and enthusiasm over the best ath- 
letic field in the west are too valu- 
able to be expressed.

The Entomology Department has 
on exhibition a box of silk worms. 
For about eight weeks these worms 
have been busy eating mulberry 
leaves and most of them are wrap- 
ped In cocoons now. The eggs from 
which the worms were hatched may 
be gotten by writing the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington, D. C. 

When the worms were ready to 
spin, a mosquito bar was thrown 
across the box and on this the worm 
spins the cocoon. It takes about 
three days for a worm to finish a 
cocoon. At present they may be 
seen spinning in the Entomology lab. 



Dr. T. M. Iden, of Emporia, will 
speak at the Y. M. C. A. Thursday 
evening at 6:45. Dr. Iden Is one of 
the most Influential citizens of Em- 
poria. For a good many years he 
has been working among the young 
men of that place and one of the re- 
sults of his labor Is the organiza- 
tion known as the 'upper room class* 
composed of about one hundred and 
fifty young men. It is not often the 
case that such men as Dr. Iden can 
be secured to speak to the ydung 
men here, and the lecture room 
Bhould be packed on this occasion. 



Some striking results are being 
shown In the potato growing exper- 
iments that the Horticultural Depart; 
dent Is carrying on between seed that 
was treated wfth a formalin solution 
for potato scab and the seed that 
was not treated. 

On the plots that were planted 
with the treated seed the stand Is 
about double and the plants are 
much more vigorous than on the 
plots planted with untreated seed. 

Professor Kendall has perfected a 
system for the construction of a thin 
walled cement silo by which the cost 
may be reduced one-half and the 
time required to erect one of these 
structures may be much reduced, A 
silo of this modified type is now be- 
ing erected at Llnwood. As there 
is a great deal of Intrest at present 
among the dairymen of the state in 
silo construction this new method 
will be of great Importance and 
value.

OH, THE SOAP. 
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And it Takes * Miles and a Half of 
Towels Each Month Too, 

It takes twenty-eight janitors 
working all day Monday and from 
one to three hours other week days 
to keep the College buildings clean. 
Every year the college uses a half 
ton of Grandpa's Wonder soap and 
two hundred pounds of Ivory and 
two hundred pounds of Lava soap. 
Every week requires three hundred 
and forty roller towels or an average 
of over a mile and a half of towels 
are laundried every month for the 
College. Besides looking after these 
things and getting a lantern to the 
Auditorium when a lecture is going 
on and the lights are going out, Cus- 
todian Lewis must see that the gey- 
ser in the halls stay in proper "foc- 
us" and that during the winter the 
boys don't open the air escapes in 
the radiators. Then there is the 
possibility of the building burning. 
To prevent lire the Custodian does 
two things. First he has chemical 
Are extinguishers in all the build- 
ings and a chemical fire engine In 
readiness with seventy-flve gallons 
capacity and three hundred feet of 
three inch hose. 

Then there is a night watchman 
who goes the rounds of the build- 
ings. This watchman carries a queer 
looking clock enclosed in a leather 
case. This clock cost fifty dollars, 
and is the most expensive part of 
the nightwatch system. 

In the Veterinary, Horticulture. 
Domestic Science, Main and Chemis- 
try buildings there are small cast 
iron boxes. Locked in these there is 
a key that cannot be taken away, 



with a number on it. The night- 
watchman opens the box slips the 
kef into a place In the, side of the 
clock and presses a lever. This 
makes an Impression on a circular 
piece of paper in the back of the 
clock so that Custodian Lewis can 
tell when the watchman visited the 
building. In the morning when the 
clock is opened it tells the story of 
whether the watchman was punctual 
on his rounds or not. 



The New Football Rules

Are Taking an Ever Larger Share 
tn Government 
Pro mine nt men of the I a'tad 
States go on lecord as favoring the 
college man In politics !n interviews 
secured by the Yale DaHy News. 
Am on;" thp men quoted are es-Presl- 
dent Charles W. Eliot, of Harvard, 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer, and 
Secretary of War Dlckerson. 

Ex President Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvarj says: 

"It seen's to be perfectly obvious 
th-< the college graduates raise the 
general tone find temper of political 
actio*, the reason being that a pro 
longed education, as a rule, lucre -.*cs 
recipient's sense of honor, Increases 
the sense of public duty and desire 
to he servl Table." 

Secretary of War Dlckerscn says: 
"As to the Influence of the college 
men In politics and whether or not 
they raise the standard of politics. 
It seems to be an Indisputable fact 
that they are a strong factor in the 
control of public affairs; that their 
influence has Increased in late years, 
nd that It will continue to increase 
at a greater rate." 

College Men In Government 
The secretary traces the activities 
0- the college men In the great affairs 
cf the country, from the signing of 
ire Declaration of Independence, of 
uhtch twenty-seven had collegiate 
training, down to the present Con- 
gress, with Its 69 per cent of college 
graduates as compared with the 54 
per cent of the thirty-seventh Con- 
giess, to prove college men have 
steadily advanced until their number 
has become preponderating. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer, In his 
opinion says:

Tile Pence May Surround New Ath- 
letic Field. 

Still another plan 1b being con- 
sidered for the Athletic Field fence 
Shall the fence be one of concrete, 
or landscape parking, or be made 
of tile? That is the Question. 

Just recently Dean McCormlck 
consulted the Warden of the state 
penitentiary with regard to building 
a tile fence and the plan seems to 
be a feasible one although the nec- 
essary tests and details have not 
been worked out sufficiently to 
prove the advisability of such a 
fence. 

The clay necessary for a tilefence 
is mined at the State penitentiary 
and can be made Into any tile design 
that Is required. Such a source of 
the fence material would make 
freight charges and the cost of lay- 
ing the tile the chief items of ex 
pense. 

The Engineering Department is 
now working on suitable designs for 
the tile blocks. As soon as these 
are completed they will be sent to 
the penitentiary where the blocks 
will be made at once for tests. The 
blocks used In the fence would prob- 
ably be 8 or 10 Inches deep and one 
foot times 2 feet in size. Such a 
block would be strong but of such 
s size that it could be easily handled. 
The blocks will be made so that 
they will be laid in an Interlocking 
style, thus, Insuring strength and at 
the same time adding beauty to the 
fence. 

A suitable capping for such a 
fence has not been designed. This 
will probably be of an ornamental 
nature and so designed as to break 
the monotony of a, solid wall. 

The base for the fence would not 
necessarily Involve much expense 
It would be possible to lay the fence 
in a cinder ditch, but the use of some 
concrete would probably be more ad- 
visable. 

There is no assurance of Buch a 
fence being built but all feasible 
suggestions and plans will be thor- 
oughly Investigated. A tile fence 
would undoubtedly be strong and to 
some extent ornamental in appear- 
ance, but the cost of such a plan 
has not been worked out.

GETTING READY TO GRAPE. 



Athletic Committee Ready to Receive 
Bids on New Field Project. 

Just who will grade the new Ath- 
letic field, just when the work will 
commence, just how It will be done 
and exactly what It will cost Is the 
central feature of the committee's 
work at present. This Is no small 
task, yet the committee who Is corn- 
nosed of students and instructors 
must complete the deal satisfactorily 
and economically and in the mean 
time raise the required amount of 
money. 

Saturday afternoon J . W . Rodg- 
er s, a contractor in Manhattan, ac- 
companied by members of the com- 
mittee inspected the proposed field 
preparatory to making estimates of 
the work and receiving bids. By so 
doing a basis and guide was estab- 
lished to aid In further prosecution 
of this work. Sealed bids for the 
grading of the field, which may in- 
clude the construction of the storm 
sewer, will soon be received by the 
faculty members of the committee 
and probably opened shortly after 



College is out. 

A survey of the field shows that 
the level of the field will be 1050 
feet above sea level. This will bring 
the level of the field about four feet 
below the present tennis courts which 
are Just south of the Domestic Sclnce 
building. The deepest fill that will 
have to be made at any place on the 
field will be about 9 feet. This will 
be near the southeast corner of the 
field where the slough running across 
the field approaches the road. Near 
the southwest corner of the field a 
ten foot cut will be made, moving 
the dirt to the most convenient sec- 
tion of the lower area. The north- 
east portion of the field will be low- 
ered about fourteen feet. 

A very liberal estimate of the 
amount of dirt that will necessarily 
be moved Is estimated at 40,000 cubic 
yards. It Is hoped however, that 
this amount will be reduced one or 
two thousand cubic yards. Twenty- 
flve thousand cubic yards of the dirt 
necessary is ou the field but the re- 
maining fifteen thousand cubic yards 
will probably have to be taken from 
the Bide hill Just north of the field

or from the hill west of the engi- 
neering shops. The transfer of this 
dirt onto the field will necessarily In- 
crease the cost of the grading because 
of the distance It will have to be 
hauled. 

The small creek or slough that 
runs across the field will have to 
be replaced by a storm sewer. A 
large amount of water will have to 
be carried off of the field through 
this during wet seasons because of 
the topography of the land adjoining 
athletic grounds. 

Definite plans for the construction 
of a suitable sewer have not been 
decided upon. Preliminary estimates 
indicate that it will be about seven 
hundred feet long. The base will 
probably be about eight feet wide 
and of concrete structure. The sew- 
er will have a cross section area of 
32 square feet. After putting in a 
concrete base a plan has been pro- 
posed to arch It over with bricks, 



this, however, is only suggestive. The 
brick will undoubtedly be service- 
able and It Is thought that the use 
of such material might possibly be 
a little cheaper. If used they would 
be furnished by the state peniten- 
tiary thus reducing the cost to the 
labor of laying and the transporta- 
tion charges. As soon as permanent 
designs and estimates of cost for 
this sewer are received they will be 
publlsred.

Department, has been carrying on 
some extensive investigations for the 
past year on the commercial handling 
of eggs, and the losses that occur In 
connection therewith. He has carried 
on these investigations in different 
parts of the state and has collected 
considerable data. 

There has been considerable in- 
'' terest aroused among the egg buy- 
ers of the state In the proper care 
of eggs and a meeting of state Poul- 
try Shippers Association has been 
called for tomorrow at Topeka to 
consider this question. Mr. Philips 
and Dr. Crumblne will address this 
meeting. 

Plans will be brought and discuss- 
ed that will enable the shippers to 
get together on this proposition, to 
pay a higher price for fresh eggs, to 
candle all egs and in general to elim- 
inate the handling of bad or ancient 
eggs.

PROP. KING TO LEAVE 



Goes Bark to Detroit With Increase 
of Wages. 

Walter E. King's resignation as 
Professor of Bacteriology at K. S. 
A. C. last Tuesday comes as a sur- 
prise .to the student body and the 
citizens of Manhattan. Prof. King 
who is better known to the students 
as "Bacteriology King" resigned tq, 
accept the position as Junior Direc- 
tor of the Biological Department of 
Parke-Davis & Co., at Detroit Michi- 
gan. 

Professor King will receive a hand- 
some increase in salary and the priv- 
ilege of devoting one fourth of his 
time in the "Detroit college of Medi- 
cine where he will complete his work 
for a medical degree. A few years 
previous to his work at K . S . A . C . 
Professor King completed two years 
work In the Cornell Medical college 
covering practically everything but 
the clinical work whih he now wishes 
to finish. 

During the three years that Pro- 
fessor King has been in this school 
he has established a department In 
Bacteriology and built It up to the 
present standard. Eignt courses are 
now established and taught during 
the three semesters. His task of 
equipping the new laboratories has 
been no small task but has been so 
accomplished that the present Inven- 
tory amounts to nearly $5000.. 

Before coming to K . S , A . C . 
Professor King was Research Bacter- 
iologist of Parke-Davis company, de- 
voting most of his time to the Hog 
cholera work. This latter phase of 
research work has been carried on 
here with the assistance of Dr. Rob- 
ert Wilson, '09. Professor King ex- 



pects to take Dr. Wilson to Detroit 
where the experimental work in hog 
cholera will be vigorously continued. 

Within the last few months Pro- 
fessor King was one of the four ac- 
tive members elected to the Society 
of American Bacteriologists and is 
at present contributing to a new text 
book, "Agricultural Bacteriology," 
edited by Dr. Marshall of Michigan. 

In the short time that Professor 
King has been Identified with this 
institution he has won the hearts 
of the students and Is recognized as 
one of the most popular Instructors 
in College.

Manhattan $5000 would have secur- 
ed sufficient ground Tor a few tennis 
courts and little more. 

An effort w»s then made to se- 
cure a level piece of ground directly 
back of the shops. It is the expecta- 
tion of those who look far Into the 
future that this site will be needed 
for more College buildings. Hence 
the only available spot left was the 
eight or ten acres in the extreme 
southwest corner of the College 
campus. 

The various suggestions as to the 
location of the field caused the delay 
from one meeting of the Board of 
Regents to another until when action 
was taken, the Athletic Field Board 
composed mostly of students made 
hasty preparations to raise the funds 
needed to grade and equip the 
grounds. 

It is admitted that the plans were 
not as carefully laid as perhaps they 
should have been and yet the situa- 
tion is very much the same as shown 
in the circular letter and folder now 



in the hands of each alumni. 

-ElFewhere in this issue will be 
found the estimate by a bonded con- 
tractor, of the cost of the grading 
and the drainage sewer. 

A ' to fencei it is the opinion of 
President Waters and many other?, 
that there is no need or even a de- 
sire for a great stone or concrete 
fence around the field. But that a 
couple of rows of trees planted close 
together or a heavy woven wire 
fence covered with vines will act as 
sufficient screen and at the same 
time lend beauty to the groundB. 

The size and character of the 
grand-stand and bleachers will have 
to be governed by the amount of 
money subscribed. 

To quote further from the alumni 
letter mentioned before: 

"Some of the alumni think that 
if they are to contribute largely they 
should have some control over the 
ground?. Twice one has suggested 
that shares be issued and that the 



alumni assume $10,000 of these 
shares to be redeemable in ten, fif- 
teen or twenty years." 

The suggestion Is good, but it 
would require no end of red tape and 
confusion to comply with the law if 
such were attempted so the whole 
plan has resolved itself into that 
which calls for a straight contribu- 
tion from each alumni 

It would be an excellent plan if 
[donations might be by classes or or- 
! ganizations but at the present time 

this also is out of the question. 

However as contributions are sent 

in they might be placed into Biich 

groups. 

At such times we realize how 
poorly we are united and it is pleas- 
ing to know that definite plana are 
now under way by which the general 
alumni will be better organized. And 
it is hoped that in years to come 
when such situations arise that ac- 
tion will be taken as a great organ- 
ization and not as individuals.

It is a feeling of 
regret, more than happiness, that 
permeates their minds. They forget 
for the time that they are reaping 
the harvest sown years ago and 
which they have faithfully watched 
over in order to make their depar- 
ture a thing of triumph. On this oc- 
casion they had thought to be su- 
premely happy, but the severing of 
heart strings and the speaking of the 
farewells casts a shadow over com- 
mencement week, making doubly ap- 
propriate the gowns of somber black.

Each 
graduate should feel that he has 
pledged the State a life of usefulness, 
and enter that life with a view to 
making the most of It 

These few hours spent In thought 
before actively beginning the life 
which is to cancel the debt may be 
productive of resolutions which will 
shape a career de- lined to bring hon- 
or not only to the institution but to 
the State at large. So while the 
seniors are passing their words of 
farewell, drop a few words of en- 
couragement into their ears which 
will strengthen them in their aims 
and purposes and aid them in their 



As this edition goes to press the 
Board of Regents are in session and 
much news is in the making. It was 
impossible to hold the publication of 
this last number in order to chron- 
icle the events of this Important ses- 
sion but those who receive the mid- 
summer number of the Herald will 
be Informed as to what was done. 
Perhaps the most important thing, 
at least that of most Importance to 
the next year senior, which is to be 
done is the selection of Instructors 
for the next year. 

Many rumors are floating about 
relative to the possibility of certain 
of the professors being dismissed. It 
might be mentioned that so far none 
who are popular with the students 
have been mentioned In these rum- 
ors. It may be that the students do 
not talk of their friends and that 
pome of the professors who stand 
high in the student estimation are 
slated for dismissal, but as a rule 
an Instructor who does not stand 
high in the esteem of his pupils is 
the most likely candidate for anoth- 
er position. After all the direction 
of the current may often be discov- 
ered by the ripples which the stu- 
dents observe upon the surface. 



The members of the staff of the 
Herald ofttlmes take an Interest in 
attempting to learn who are their 
real friends after having spent a 
year or so on the editorial end of 
the paper. It is especially so at this 
time of the year, when some are 
leaving with no expectation of re- 
turning to know just who are will- 
ing to overlook any mistakes that 
have been made* and still hold the 
editors In a gratifying esteem. 

There is no forglvene s, as a rule, 
for the man who makes- a mistake: 
he must always do the proper thing 
at a critical moment. Hardly a day 
passes in which he Is not called upon 
— often at the hour of going to press 
— to choose between the right and 
wrong lines of policy. He cannot 
wait until the following day. The 
paper must go to press! "To print, 
or not to print!" that is the ques- 
tion. It is easy to announce the 
winner in a track meet after the 
events have been run off, or to select 
the best men on the team after the 
game has been played; but one has 
only to try to forsee these results 
and to back his opinions before the 
last shot has been fired or the final 
whistle has been blown, to under- 
stand how difficult it is to be right 
even half the time. The guessing 
may be done secretly, and a loss may 
be accepted with the same grace that 
one endures the sacrifice of his pride. 
But realize how different Is the 
position of one of the editors of a 
paper and the head of a commercial 
business. If the latter man makes 
an error,, he Is able to conceal the 
fact from the general public. As a 
matter of history, thousands, of 
egregious blunders are committed In 
the mercantile transactions of the 
mo?t successful commercial firms 
every year, any half-dozen of which 
would fatally wreck a newspaper.
